Lonpon, Sept. 25.—The associated Ameri- 
‘an shareholders in St. Paul held a meeting 
to-day and resolved to act in union with J, 
8. Morgan & Co. in the reform movement, 
though as an independent organization. 
About 10,000 shares were represented. 

After the meeting I called on Mr. Burns, 
an active partner of Morgan & Co. He said 
the movement was progressing to their 
perfect satisfaction. They had at least 
150,006 shares already,.and there-was no 
doubt whatever of their obtaining more 
than was necessary. Their purpose was 
not in hostility to anybody. ‘hey simply 
desired the road to be run in the interests 
of the shareholders instead of the Direct- 
ors. No investigating committee would be 
appointed. The investigation would be 
left to Drexel,, Morgan & Co., who will con- 
sult with three or four leading railroad 
Presidents as to the situation. He said 
that the movement will be joined 
in by all roads west of Chicago, 
which’: will be put in the same con- 
dition as those east of Chicago since the 

rate warof 1885; that the Chicago and 
Burlington shareholders are ready to act; 
that the Barings are at the head of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, the Van- 
derbilts control the Northwestern, and 
Rock Island will also come in. There is 
no idea of substituting English Directors 
or anybody from this side. It is merely 
desired that the interests of stocknolders be 
made-the first consideration. 

| John Bull has had a distinct taste of 
blood in the mouth to-day to which he had 
become almost unaccustomed. He learns 
that his soldiers in Thibet have killed 400 
natives.and that those stationed in Suakin 
will shortly have to fight for their lives, 
and either report may mean the beginning 
of a long and costly war. 

Excitement over the revelations of Kaiser 
Frederick’s diary is running very high in 
Germany, and to-day Bismarck has posted 
off to Berlin and Potsdam to confer with 
William on the subject. It is now clear 
that the young Kaiser knew nothing of the 
matter until it was published. Bismarck 
has been bold enough to assert. that 
the whole publication is apochryphal, 
and his organs take up the same note, 
but the earmarks of authenticity are 
in every paragraph. What does seem 
probable is that Frederick worked on 
the revision and amplication of this matter 
while at San Remo, for it contains a num- 
ber of allusions—for example, one to Daniel 
Wilson’s sister owning Chinoneeaux— 
which could not have been made in 1871. 
One of the most curious statements is that 
there was much talk at the end of the war 
of making Leopold of Belgium King also of 
France, and that Thiers assented to the 


scheme.

DILLON TO THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 
THE APPEAL IN THE MANDEVILLE 
CASE DENIED. 

DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—The regular fortnight- 
ly meeting of the National League was held in 
this city to-day. Mr. John Dillen presided, and 
received an ovation. In a speech Mr. Dillon 
thanked his English and Scotch friends for their 
overwhelmizg sympathy shown. during his re- 
cent imprisonment. He declared that there 
had been a great change in English pubhe 
opinion, and that therefere there should be no 
trace of bitterness in Irish hearts. In the face 
of present circumstances Irishmen should act 
with patience,as the Government could not last 
much longer. 

The Judge has refused to grant the motien on 
appeal made in behalf of the Governor of Tulla- 
more Prisox to quash the verdict of the Cor- 
ouer’s jury in the case of Mr. John Mandeville. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Mandeville died 
from the effects of the treatment received in 
a while serving a sentence for offenses un- 

er the Crimes act, and that the Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict that his death was caused by 
euch treatment. 

Fathers Farrelly and Clark, whe were yester- 
day at Arklew sentensed to six weeks’ impris- 
enment for inciting their parishioners to boy- 
eott certain residents of their parishes, have 
appealed from their sentences. Pending the 
appeal they have been allowed their liberty. 


EMPEROR FREDERICK’S DIARY. 

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Ex-Empress Eugénie 
has declined to publicly notice the deregatory 
atatements concerning the late Emperor Napo- 
leon eoutainea in the abstract of the diary of 
the late Emperor Frederick published im the 
Deuische kundschau, 


BERLIN, Sept. 25.—The National Gazette 
attacks the Deutsche Rundschau for publishing 
the extracts from Frederick’s diary. The Gazelle 
contends that the publication will injure Prasso- 
German politics and have a damaging influence 
on international relations, and ought to be 
treated as an unlawful act. 

The semi-efficial press states that the publica- 
tion of the abstract frem the diary ef the late 
Emperor Frederick will be made the subject of 
an Reciry by the Government. 


WILLIAM AT DETMOLD. 

BERLIN, Sept. 25.—On his arrival at Det- 
mold the Emperor was enthusiastically received. 
At a banquet this evening the Prince of Lippe 
Detmold proposed a toast to the health of the 
Emperor, who in reply returned thanks fer the 
manner in which he had been reeeived, and re- 
called the faet that when a boy he stood before 
the unfinished monument of Arminius. He ex- 
pressed bia conviction that these sons of the land 
who under the leadership of their Prince had 
shed their bloed in the cause of German unity 
would continue to actin the same spirit. Ina 
eenciusion he proposed the health of the Prince 
and his house. 

In the evening bonfires were lighted on the 
surrounding hills and the town was illuminated.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 25.—Advices' from Zanzi- 
bar state that the coast tribes who attacked 
the German residents of Bagomoyo last Satur- 
day have retreated inland. The Germans are 
preparing to pursue them. Natives have mur- 
dered two Germans and an Indian clerk at 
Kilivd. 

The Allan Line steamer Grecian, Capt. Le 
Galais, which went ashore on Sunday off the 
coast of Ayrshire while on her way from Mon- 
treal to Glasgew, is still fast. Several hundred 


tons of her cargo bave been discharged into 
lighters. Twe tugs have endeavored to pull her 
off, but their efforts were futile. 

Reinforcements have been ordered to Buakin, 
where the rebels have assumed a threatening 
attitude. Gen. Grenfell and Col. Kitehener are 
proceeding in haste te that place. 

A secret mission under the patronage of the 
Brussels Government is about to acquire terri- 
tory in the Sahara country, with the objeet 
establishing a refuge for travelers, missionaries, 
and savants. The natives oppose the projeet. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 25.—The Greek 
Minister has resented to the Porte 4 
note from the Greek Government protesting 
against the illegal seizure of Greek ships at 
Scio, and demanding the release of the vessels 
and the payment of an indembity. 

The Russian Grand Dukes Sergius and Paul 
and Grand Duchess Sergius were received by 
the Sultan ry, and were entertained at 
luncheon at the Yildez Chalet. To-morrow a 
banquet will be given in their honer at the 
ace, at which the olfficialawof the Russian 
bassv will be present. 


ATHENS, Sept. 25.—Prince George of 
Greece has been betrothed to Princess Margue- 
rite, daughter of the Duk2 de Chartras. 


Paris, Sept. 25.—The Journal des Débats 
complains that the delays in the transmission 
of telegrams are due to the wage dispute be- 
tween the clerks and tke telegraph offieials. 
The fact is that the delays are due to the condl- 
tion of the atmosphere. 

The Budget Committee persists in its demand 
for the reduction of the naval estimates by 
5,000,000f. The resignation of Admiral Krantz, 
Minister of Marine, is imminent. 

During a weeting of strikera at St. Etienne 
to-day news was received that three leaders 
had been arrested at Firminy. The meeting dis- 
‘persed, and all proceeded in that direction 
shouting, “To Firminy !”

BERLIN, Sept. 25.—Prince Bismarck and 
Count Herbert Bismarck arrived at Potsdam 
this morning, where a * held a conference 
with Emperor William. Prince Bismarek left 
Potsdam at 5:30 o’clock this afternoon en his 
return to Friedrichsruhe. He was ascompanied 
by his son-in-law, Count Rantzau, whe is also an 
attaché of the oftice of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs.

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1O SHE KEELY’S MACHINE. 


EXPERIMENTS DESCRIBED ON HIS NEW 
‘*SYMPATHKTIC ATTRACTION.” 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—The new Board 
of Directors of the Keely Motor Company met 
to-day in the office of the company, 911 ‘Walnut- 
street. It was the first meeting of the board 
since the acceptance of the resignations of the 
three Ppiladelphia Directors. The meeting 
was secret and was long drawn out. It was ex’ 
pected that the board would take action 
upon the decision of tke stockholders, at their 
recent meeting, unqualifiedly indorsing Mr. Kee- 
ly’s proposition for a reorganization ef the 


company’s affairs, under a scheme to increase 
the capital steck and provide funds for the 
working out of tbe inventor's alleged new dis- 
covery....After the mecting had’ adjourned it 
was said that matters had not reached a climax 
in that direstion. The court proceedings in the 
case of Wilson against Keely came in for a share 
ef thetime of the meeting, and it was stated 
that it would be conclusively shown to-morrow 
that the machine which Wilson says he has a 
claim on and the machine Keely is now working 
on are entirely different. 

Inventor Keely has informed the experts that 
he will be ready to show them his maehine and 
explain ite workings to-morrow, according to 
the deeree of the court. The decree does not 
compel him te put the machine at work. The 
experts will have a drawing belonging to Wil- 
son, which, he says, is the maehine he has a 
claim to. The drawing is made partly by Keely 
himself and partly by Wilson at tke dictation of 
Keely. When the meeting adjourned, ene of the 
Direetors said it had been decided te in- 
vestigate a “point” in the matter which, it is 
believed, will place everything right between 
Keely and the Directors. Everything is expect- 
ed torun smoothly after the examinatien by 
the experts to-morrew. During the meeting 
William Boekel, who, it is said, outside of Keely, 
knows more about the macbine tham any man 
living, gave the Directors a description of sev- 
eral interesting experiments reeently made by 
Keely on his new “sympathetic attraction.” 


A BOOM FOR OORNELL. 
IrHaca, N. Y., Sept. 25.—To-day’s regis- 
tration at Cornell University shows that this 
vigorous young college is booming. At least 
1,200 students are enrolled, and the final tetals 
promise more, an increase of over 200 over last 
year. The Freshmen Class of 400 is the largest 
that ever entered an American college. Thelaw 
school is increased from 60 to100. The new 
schoel of pharmacy opens with a surprisingly 
large enrollment, while, what is most gratifying 
of all, about 100 advanced students enter post- 
graduate courses of study. It is the intention 
ef the university authorities to make Cornell a 
leading college for graduate students. The co- 
educational system is so much of a success that 
the Sage Cellege fer women is overcrowded, and 
many of the “co eds.” are obliged to secure 
places in private hémes. } 

The Cernell Faculty is strengtnened by several 
distinguished names and a number of young 
Professors. Three large buildings are in proc- 
ess of censtruction, and the mechanical equip- 
ment of the college has been largely increased 
during the Summer. 





HIGGINSON AGAINST BANKS. 

Boston, Sept. 25.—Thomas Wentworth 
Higginson was nominated by acclamation to- 
day by the Demoerats ef the Fifth Congres- 
sional Distriet, and Gen. L. Banks will have 
hard work to defeat him, itis thought. Sher- 
man here made a strong tariff reform speech 
before the convention, and the only person re- 
cently mentioned in epposition to Col. Higgin- 
son moved his nemination without a ballot. 
This district promises to present the most inter- 
esting Congressional contest in the State. 

The three-cornered Republican contest in the 
Third District wae also settled this evening 
with the withdrawal of Edward L. Pierce and 
the nemination of Alansen W. Beard, now State 
Treasurer.

NEGROES THREATENING TROUBLE. 

CoLumBIiA, §. C., Sept. 25.—Reports from 
Colleton County, in the “ black district,” where 
the negroes outnumber the whites three to one, 
say that the negroes are organizing and threat- 
ening the whites, and that they are marshing 
through the country with a band ef musie, ban- 
ners, and shotguns, alarming the whites to that 
extent that several families have left their 
homes and others are fearfully frightened by the 
conduct of the blacks. It is said that there are 
some agitators among them, who address them 
at night and make incendiary speeches. The 
negroes tell the whites they are yxeing to ride 
the black horse in over the gray at the coming 
election. A military company will be sent to 
the seene of the disturbances.

THE SENATE BILL AT LAST 


REPORTED 10 THE FINANOEH 
COMMITTEE. 

GREAT PRECAUTIONS TAKEN TO GUARD 
IT FROM THE PUBLIC—SOME OF ITS 
MAIN PROVISIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—There seems to 
be a most distressing laek of confidence in each 
other among the members of the Senate Finance 
Committee. The long-looked-for Republican 
substitute fer the Mills Tariff bill was finally 
laid befere the full committee to-day by the 
sub-committee, and a printed copy of the meas- 
ure was handed to each member. When the 
committee adjourned the Democratic members 
were directed by a majority vote to leave their 
copies of the bill with the clerk of the com- 
mittee, who was instructed to see that they 
were securely hidden away under leck and 
key. The Republicans joined the Democrats 
in giving up their bills,and only one copy 
found its way out of the eommittee room. Thia 
was carefully sealed up and direeted to Senator 
Beck, who is ill at Fortress Monroe. For fear 
the United States mail might be rifled of the 
precious document it was sent to Mr. Beck by a 
trusty messenger, who was under solemn oath 


not to let it be seem by anybody, but to deliver 
it to the Kentucky Senator in person. The Re- 
publican Senators are quite as well posted on 
the “‘ dark-lantero’’ methods as are the Demo- 
cratic Representatives. 

When the bill was reported by Mr. Allison, to 
whom, with Messera. Aldrich and Jones of 
Nevada, belongs most of the credit for its 
preparation, it was at once taken up for consid- 
eration, and its formal reading began. The 
members listened to the reading for an hour 
and then adjourned until Thursday. The read- 
ing will be finished this week and then the com- 
mittee will decide when to report it to the 
Senate. It is now thought that the report will 
be made next week. Mr. Aldrich has been at 
work for some time upen the Republican report 
aud hasit nearly ready. Mr. Harris has been 
doing what he could on the minority report in 
advance of the appearance of the Dill, 
and Mr. Beck, in spite of his illness, 
has been preparing a lot of suggestions 
to be embodied in the Democratic report. It is 
likely, therefore, that both parties will be ready 
to — the bill to the Senate some time next 
week. 

While the utmost secrecy is maintained as to 
the details of the sub-committee’s bill, it is un- 
derstood that the total reduction of revenue to 
be brought about by its provisions is about 
$65,000,000. Nearly one-half of this is creaited 
to the 50 per cent. reduction of sugar duties. 
Almest a8 much more is said to be due to an en- 
tire repeal of the tobacco tax. The Republicans, 
hewever, are not united on this provision of the 
bill, and if is is not changed in committee an ef- 
tert to modify it will be madein the Senate. A 
number of Senators believe that cigars, cigar- 
ettes, and eheroots should not be left un- 
taxed. The sub-committee itself is not certain 
that the whole tobaceo tax should be 
repealed, although itis so provided in the bill 
as itstands. The next largest item of reduc- 
tion is from $5,000,000 to $6,000,000 taken off 
by putting alcekol for use in the arts on 
the free list. A great deal of attention has 
been paid to this 1tem: by the committee, and 
Mr. Allison thinks ample precautions are pro- 
vided to prevent frauds under this paragraph, 
It has been felt from the start that the danger 
of frauds under a free-alcohol provision was 
great, and this has been t.e chief objection to 
the proposition. 

The concession made to Mr. Sherman at the 
August caucus has been carried out, and an ad- 
ditien of 1 cent per pound is made to the duties 
on fine grades of wool. It was expected that 
the duty on tin plates would be increased, but 
the sub-committee seems to have realized that 
there is not even an iufant industry in that line 
in this country, ana the rates are left as in the 
existing tariff. [tis asserted that the free list 
in the Republican substitute is chiefly made up 
of drugs and chemicals and manila, sisal grass, 
and jute. One reason for the desire of the Re- 
publicans to keep the details of their bill 
suppressed for the present is the fact that 
the measure is not satisfactory to all 
of them. Every effort will be made to satisfy 
every Republican before the bill is made public. 
Itis probable that still another eaucus will be 
held suon, at which a resolution will be adopted 
bindiug the Republicans to stand by the meas- 
ure a8 it Comes Out of the Finaace Committee. 
The Democratic Senators do not need to caucus. 
They will support the Mills bill just aa it was 
pxssed by the’ House of Representatives, and 
wili give it their solid vote as a substitute to 
the Republican substitute. 

There is still no light on the question as to 
how long the Tariff bill will hold the boards in 
the Senate. If there is anything like a full dis- 
cussion of the Measure a vote upon it will not 
be reached within a month. A few Senaters 
have revived the projeet taiked of months age 
of taking a vote upon the bill without discus- 
sion, sending the maasure to a joint conference 
committee, waiting a reasonable time for tne 
report of afailure to agree, and then adjourn- 
ing. This would be an easy way ef reaching 
an adjournment before the November election, 
buat it is not likely to be adopted, Over 
40 Senators are ready to deliver speeches 
upon the tariff question, and they want to be 
heard, Some of the Democrats, too, are anxious 
for a full debate, because they believe that the 
more the tariff is discussed the more plain it 
will appear to the people that the Democratic 
bill is the better and the Democratic Adminis- 
tration the more worthy of support. They want 
the chance, too, to contrast the Republican bill 
with the tariff plank of the Republican plat- 
form. Withoug any particular reason there is a 
general feeling that Congress will manage in 
some way to get away from Washington in time 
for its members to go home to vote. 


President Cleveland has been roundly scolded 
by the Republican Senators for intimating in 
some of his veto messages that private pension 
bills are rushed through the Senate without 
careful consideration. A sample of the Senate’s 
deliberate method of disposing of this class of 
bills was givea by that body te-day, when 114 
private pension bills were passed in 45 minutes, 
with less than half a queram of Senators in at- 
tendance. |

PABKER AS A PENMAN. 


HE SHED TEARS WHEN BROUGHT TO 
BOOK FOR THE CRIME OF FORGERY. 
Detective O’Brien of Inspector Byrnes’s 

staff took to the Jefferson Market Police Court 

yesterday Arthur C. Parker, a handsome, well- 
dressed young man, and asked that he be held 
fer 30 days, if mecessary, te procure requisition 
papers from the State of New-Jersey. He said 
that all that was known of the case at the Cen- 
tral Office was that a warrant for the arrest of 
Parker on a charge of forgery had been issued 
by Justice of the Pease John A. Clift of Morris- 
tewn, N. J., and that he was apprehended in 
this city as a fugitive from justice from Mor- 
ris County.

The Murray Hill 
otel was the mext victim, a check for $75, 

with the forged siguature oi J. H. Van Doren, 

—— cashed there the following week. Several 

checks foliowed and a circular offering $100 re- 

ward for Parker’s arrest was sent out about two 
weeks ago, He seems to have grown reckless 
with bis success and his capture is the result. 

Parker impressed Morristown people with the 

idea that he was the scapegrace son of a well- 

to-do family, as he was well educated, a good 
musician, and very polite im his manners. 





YALH’S NEW BUILDING. 


—-—— > 
THE RESULT OF THE GIFT OF AN UN- 
KNOWN FRIEND. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn, Sept. 25.— The 
foundations of the new Yalerecitation building, 
money for which has been given by anunknown 
friend of the university, have beer partly laid. 
The plans show that the structure will be a 
beautiful one architecturally, befitting the loca- 
tion, which is the most conspicuous on the 
campus. There is no speciai type of arehitect- 
ure. Itis a mixture of Arabesque and Roman- 
esque, happily blended, and preducing a pleasing 
effect. That part of the building o@ the corner 
of Chapel and College streets, where the much- 
missed ‘“ fenee” formerly stood, will be partly 
circular in ferm, and will have 12 sides. At 
each end there will be an area arch, and he- 
tween these will be three entrance arches. The 
work above the entrances will be magaificent, 
and all the arcnes will be supported by polished 
marble pillars. 
@The building itself will beof Stony Creek 
granite and the ernamental work ef sandstone, 
beautifully carved. Behind the circular corner 
will be an L 55 teet wide. The length of the 
building will be 155 feet from north to south, 
and the width 102 feet from east te west. On 
the two rear corners will be porehes, which 
will be square in shape on the tirst story, and 
will then run into octagon shape. The main 
tower will be 90 feet high, and there will be 
two other towers, 80 and 60 feet high. There 
will be seven steps leading from the sidewalk to 
flagging at the entrance, then four steps lead- 
ing to the veatibule floor, and feur more steps 
te the first floor of the building. The plans 
showing the exterior indicate that it wiil be the 
finest builing on the campus; the plans of the

CONGRESSMAN VANCE RESURRECTS AN

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 25.—Congress- 
man Robert J. Vance of New-Britain was re- 
nominated by acelamation by the First District 
Democratic Convention held here this afternoon.

REPORTS FROM THE WORTHWESTERN

CrncinnaTI, Ohio, Sept. 25.—The latest 
estimate obtainable from authentic seurces as to 
the yield of cern in Ohio isthat it will amount to 

115,000,000 bushels, er 4 per cent. more than a 

tullcrop. From 15 to 20 per cent. of the erop 

needs one mere week to place it beyend injury 
from frost. Otherwise the crop is assured.- The 
average yield for the last five years has been 

87,000,000 bushels. The wheat yield is much 

less satisfactory. Net more than half aorop 

was harvested, amd the grain is foura to be of 

poor quality. Tho crop is estimated at 20,000,- 

000 bushels. ; 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 25.—Your corre- 
spondent has interviewed some of the leading 
grain dealers of Toledo regarding the local 
yield of corn and wheatin Northwestern Ohio, 

Northeastern Indiana, and Southeastern Michi- 

gan. All coincide in agreeing that the corn 

crop is larger this year than ever before. In 

Northwestern Ohio the yield is probably 20 per 

ceat. better, despite the severe frost, which 

played sad havoc with the growing crop two 
weeks ago. In regard to the wheat crop in the 
loeality, itis hard to estimate, though the best 
authorities unite in agreeing that the crop is 
not an average yield as to quantity, but above 
the average as to quality. No tigures are ob- 
tainable at the present time which will give 


anywhere bear an accurate estimate of the crop 
in busvels.

MANSFi£LD, Ohio, Sept. 25.—The wheat 
crop in this sectiun this yearis about 60 per 
cent. of the average for the past six years. 
The eorn crop is the best in quantity ana 
quality we have had for many years, being 
about 110 per cent. of the average for the past 
six years. Wheat is semewhat shriveled, but 
usually good for flour, Corn is excellent in 
ear and todder, and but a small per cent. is 
liable to damage frem frost, a week more being 
sufficient to put the most backward out of 
danger. 


INDIANAPOLIs, Sept. 25.—The crops are 
now so well gathered that an estimate on wheat 
and corn is possible. The yiela of wheat in this 
State isa little more than 32,000,000 bushels. 
Last year the yield was more than 41,000,000 
bushels. The decrease is due to loss sustained 
frem sleet and snow over a wide belt in the cen- 

ral part ef the State, and which extended into 

bio. The yield in this belt amounts to only 
eight bushels per acre, while in the northern 
part of the State it averages from 20 to 25 bush- 
els. The yield uf cern is immense, aggregating 
fully 122,000,000 bushels, as against 68,000,000 
bushels last year. Thisis due to increased acre- 
age, and it is the best crop ever grown and har- 
vested. It has matured splendidly, and the 
ears are Massive and well filled. 


Quincy, Ill., Sept. 25.—The corn crop of 
Western Illinois is now secure against all 
Ganger from frost. The average is larger than 
for some years past, and the yield will be fully 
10 per cent. larger than for the last three years’ 
In ali the Western counties the erop is a» boun- 
teous one. The average of Wheat is abgut the 
same as last year, but the yield is fully 10 per 
cent. greater, The quality, however, is not as 
good as usual, and very little wheat in Western 
Lliinois will grade up to first quality. The new 
crop is now moving freely, aud the receipts at 
all milling and shipping centres are very iarge, 

Mapison, Ind., Sept. 25.—The splendid 
outlook for wheat and corn in this locality pre- 
viously telegraphed stands goed at this date. 
The average yield of wheat per acre is 23 busb-- 
els, double the average of tormer years, and the 
quality is firat-rate. The yield of corn from all 
indications is greater than ever befere known. 
The wheat harvest is all gathered and safe, and 
the corn has probably passed beyond any danger 
of injury by trost or otherwise. Gibson Ceunty, 
whieh turned out 25 bushels of wheat per acre, 
is the only eounty in the State thatexcels Jeffer- 
son in this important cereal. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept 25.—The corn 
yield in this section will be the largest realized 
in 10 years.

The corn crop is co onsidered safe from 
frost: The wheat crop will average abeut 20 
bushels to the acre.

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Sept. 25.—In this 
vicinity both wheat and corn were very fair 
crops both in vield and quality. The rather 
dry weather the latter part of Summer some- 
what reduced corn on light soils, and early 
frests very slightly interfered with some fields 
on very low lands.

ROCKFORD, IIl., Sept. 25.—The wheat and 
corn crops in this county will exceed those of 
any former year since 1865. Corn will average

The yield of corn will 
be simply enormous and there is no end to the 
supply of wheat, oats, rye, and barley. The 
various railroad companies having headquar- 
ters here are now reeeiving reports from the 
different eounties along ‘their several lines, and 
in every instance they say that the yield wiil 
be considerably above the average per acre to 
any previous year, and the area cultivated_is 
much larger.

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 25.—The yield of 
wheat will be smaller in Nebraska than fer 
years. The acreage was reduced, the season 
was unfavorable, and rains during and after 
narvest damaged the ripened crop. The closest 
estimate now possible to make puts the total 
yield between 10,000,000 and 11,600,000 bush- 
els. Corn was never so good. The acreage is 
larger than last year and the yield 25 per cent. 
better. Itissafe to state the total yield at 
175,000,000 bushels, much the largest ever 
knewn and 50 per cent. above last year.

MINNESOTA’S SHORT LOANS, 

St. PAuL, Minn., Sept. 25.—State Auditor 
Braden has written a letter in which he states 
that if the State were to go out of business July 
31, 1889, the assets would just about meet the 
liabilities. The Legislature of 1887 authorized 
a loan of-$100,000 on account of the large 
amount expended in public buildings, whieh 
made the loan necessary. Such a loan was 
made last Winter. It continued afew months 
and was canceled when collections came inin 
the Spring. The appropriations for 1889 ma- 
tured on Aug. 1 last. A considerable portion of 
them will be expended this Fall by boards 
charged with the duty. No money will be again 
received until Janu. 1, and it will be necessary 
to make another temporary loan, whieh will be 
taken up im the latter part of January. Mr. 
Braden concludes his letter as fellews: 

“Ii may be urged that the State should not be 
a borrower, even temporarily. As an answer to 
such criticism, I will say thatifsheuld not be 
forgotten that the destruction by fire of a por- 
tion of the Hospital of St. Paul, of the prison at 
Stillwater, and the Capitol at St. Paul resultedin 
an upusual and unexpected expenditure of over 
$560,000, causing very great pressure on the 
Treasury during the entire administration of 
Gov. Hubbard. These difficulties, however, 
have been met, and [I cannot anticipate, after 


this year, the necessity of even a temporary 
loan.”’ 





A SAD LACK OF OAMPAIGN FUNDS. 

Boston, Sept. 25.—The difficulty in rais- 
ing funds for Republican campaign purposes in 
asafe Republican State was exemplified to-day 
at a meeting of the Executive Committee, which 
wrestied with the subject of finances for two 
hours in a vain endeayer to decide how to raise 
a few hundred dollars. The Treasurer reported 
that since the organization of the league not a 
cent had been paid te him, and a Finance Com- 
mittee appointed some time ago had never met, 
and, of course, had made no effort to raise 
meney. This was not a very promising state of 
affairs for an organization that boasts of a mem- 
bership of 145 MKRepublican clubs, and 
the statement was made at ‘the meet- 
ing that the State Central Committee 
was also without a cent in its ;treagury.

THE DEMOCRATIC LEAGUES 


AIL IN HARMONY TO KELEOT 


THE TICKET. 

MR. THACHER MADE PRESIDENT, ALL 
FRICTION REMOVED, AND EVERY- 
THING READY FOR THOROUGH WORK. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 25.—The little cloud on 
the horizon disappeared befora noon, and the 
proceedings of the Convention of Demo- 
cratic Clubs were, om their surface, peaceful 
from beginning toend. Rather than involve the 
delegates to this first State Convention in a 
wrangle, James E. Graybill of New-York re- 
signed the Presidency of the State League, and 
John Boyd Thacher of Albany was elected hia 
successor. Besides electing a President and as- 
sociate officers of the league, the conrentios 
selected a General Executive Cemmittee to 
manage its affairs, adopted a constitution, and 
indorsed the National and State tickets. 

The convention was held in the City Hall, 
the buiiding which is always peinted 
out te visiters as having been’ erected 
during the administration of Mayor Ed 
ward Murphy, Jr., for $12 and some 
odd cents less than the appropriation. Its 
large chamber was decerated with pertraits 
of Cleveland and Thurman, and there weré 
mottoes on either side ef the Natienal candai- 
dates to indicate that Jones of Broome and Hill 
of Chemung were candidates for State offices. 
The delegates numbered almost as many as 
those of aState Convention of the Democratic 
Party. There was no way of determining how 
many were present or how many 
clubs were represented, no roll being 
deemed neeessary by the managers, 
When the convention came to make up 
the Executive Comittee some idea was ob- 
tained regarding localities that were and were 
not represented. Then it was feund that 10 of 
the 32 Senaterial districts were not represent- 
ed. The formal call for the convention, issued 
by President Graybill, seemed to have gone 
astray, and few of the delegates at the outset 
had any knowledge of the purpose of the con- 
vention beyond the indorsement of Democratis 
eandidates and principles. 

Among the delegates were J. H. V. Arnold, 
Charles W. Dayton, F. Kingsbury Curtis, James 
Oliver, the sole representative of the David B. 
Hill Central Club, Second Assembly Dfstrict, 
looking very lonesome; President David N. 
Carvaiho and C. J. Frye ofthe Fordham Tarif 
Reform Club, Frank Oliver, Abram Bernard, 
Barton 8. Weeks, all of New-York; Assembly- 
mac Peter K, McCann, James G. Tighe, Baldwin 
F. Strauss, Frederick R. Lee of Brooklyn; Nor- 
ton Chase, Col. John V. L. Pruyn, Recerder 
Albert Hessberg of Albany; Senator Michael 
Collins of Troy, D. J. Bissell of Genesee, a col- 
ored delegation from New-York, compesed of 
John Ringgold of the Empire Club of the Fifth 
District, and F. C. Lawson and President Sam- 
uel Johnson of the Cleveland Fusileers of the 
Eleverxth Distriet. Tie bestof feeling prevailed 
among the delegates outside ef New-York, who 
had no candidate for office of President of the 
league. The visitors were cared for by the Ed- 
wari Murphy. Jr., Association and the Pilsener 
Club, and their orderly behavior while in the 
city was in marked eontrast to that of the dele- 
gates who constituted the Buffalo Convention. 

President Graybill called the convention to 
order soon after 1 o’clock. Inhis speech he 
congratulated the league upon its phenomenal 
grewth. Inthree months, he said, it had in- 
creased from 26 to 500 clubs. The original 
membership of 25,000 had grown until between 
50,000 and 75,000 voters were on theroils. It 
was &@ gathering that, in his estimation, meant 
the triumph of Clevelandand Thurman. It also 
meant that the State should again honor a man 
knowrgz to be a Democrat. No matter how much 
he might be maligned, or how much investi- 
gating committees might bring out against 
him, a triumph would be obtained for Goy. 
Hill The delegates cheered. as in duty bound, 
and the President introduced William J. Roche, 
City Controller. who welcemed the visitors and 
bade them make themselves at home, with the 
assurance that they would be well taken care of. 

Congressman W. Bourke Cockran was then 
presented by Mr. Graybill as the temporary 
Chairman of the convention, having been rec- 
ommended by the Advisery and General Com- 
mittees. Mr. Ceckran was given @ flattering 
reception and in return ne made a strong 
speech upon the issues of the campaign aud 
eulogized the President for his courage in 
thrusting tile tarifi issue before the people for 
settlement. The members of these clubs were, 
he said, to be the apostles ef truth in this cam- 
paign. They were to argue and vlead and pre- 
sent the party’s cause, and upon their labors 
would depend largely the result of the cam- 
paign. Indefining the nature of the contest, 
he said: ‘‘The man who says that the Demo- 
cratic Party is pledged to free trade either lies 
in bis throat or knows not whereof he speaks.” 
The evils of a surplus were strikingly illus- 
trated. The period of depression beginning 
with 1872 was, he declared, the result of 
vicieus legislation by the Republicans. Their 
party lacked the courage to deal with the 
surplus, and thus avers a repetition of com- 
mercial disaster. The Democrats had at least 
presented a plan to prevent the growth of the 
surplus. It had been criticised, but it had 
never been declared to be robbery. The plan 
proposed by Candidate Harrison, of purchasing 
bonds, was humorously deseribed, and then Mr. 
Cockran analyzed that sacred thing called 
protection, the creator of trusts and monopo- 
lies. Of the President he said in his eloguent 
peroration: “It is becauae he isa type of the 
commeu people that we leve him. His sim- 
plicsity is his greatness, When we aceept him 
ag the type of American citizenship, we believe 
we pay him the highest compliment that can be 
paid to a man on this earth.” ah 

Of course, Mr. Cockran was enthusiastically 
applauded when he had finished. The a 
of the roll was dispensed with by a vote ef 17% 
to 103, a divisien being necessary, as some of 
the delegates insisted, because the Kings 
County delegates wanted the pleasure of listen- 
ing to the reading of their own names. Com- 
mittees on Resolutions, Permanent Organiza 
tion, and Credentials, composed of one from 
each Senatorial district, were finally decided 
after a good deal of argument tobe necessary, 
and were ordered to be elected. There was a 
point to be made in the composition of the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization upon which 
the triends of Mr. Thacher had aueye. James 
Oliver and Abram Bernard were made Secre- 
taries and given a seat on the plaiform, and thd 
cenvention took a recess, 

‘The chief interest was now in the work of the 
Committee on Permanent Organization. The 
Albany men, having had assurances of aseist- 
ance trom eminent outsiders, among them Gov. 
Hill, were satistied they could elect Mr. Thaener 
President ef the League, and they devoted the 
noon hour to demonstrating to Mr. Graybill 
that he would be beaten if he stood in. their 
way, and to demanding that Mr. Thacher be 
made the permanent Chairman of the conven- 
tion. They earried both their points. Just when 
the influences began to operate which have 
fimally set aside President Graybill does net 
appear. He claimed the title to his seat for 
four years because he was elected by the New- 
Yerk delegates to the natiopal conveution 
ef cluvs held in Baltimore. Possibly 
this would net have been contested had 
net several things happened in which he 
incurred ecritieism. It is charged by his eritics 
that he is tacking in tact; that he is testy and 
hot-tempered; that he has had rows with 
Calvin Brice and other Democrats; that he nas 
assumed an official importance not to be tel 
erated by the severe spiris of Jeffersoniar 
simplicity, and last, but net least, that he is 4 
Mugwump. This last is a most serious offense 
to that portion of the Democracy that has nol 
yet passed under the pump. 

When he cailea the conveution ef clubs the 
opportunity to oust him was seized. Such 4 
convention, it was argued, Clearly had the righi 
to say who should constitute a board of officeri 
for the league, and it was determined to exer 
cise it unless Mr. Graybill’s friends were in 4 
clear majority. The Governer himself is cred 
ited with having haa an itching desire to aco 
quire a tentative grasp upon so formidable ar 
organization, and to have encouraged the hasty 
organization of elubs here aad there solely fei 
the representation that would thus be secured 
in the convention. It was noticeable that whes 
delegates began to arrive and take sides for and 
against Graybill these from Brooklyn wer 
found side by side with other friends of ex 


| Mayor Murphy of this city. - There were noi 


wanting mivor signs, ail showing that the con 
vention was about to be manipulated for the 
purpose of determining the Presidency of the 
league. 

When the convention reassembled the fellow 
ing letter from Mr. Graybill was read, and thi 
resignation which it contained was accepted:

The recommendation of the committtee that 
Jehu Beyd Thacher be permanent Chairwan 
Was adopted, and the ex-Mayor_of Albany was 
conducted to the chair by J. H. VY. Arnold of 
New-York and Norton Chase of Albany. He 
was heartily applauded. His speech differed 
altogether from that of Mr. Cockran. The lat- 
ter’s neglect te, remind the eonvention of the 
candidacy of such a manag the Governor was 
more than remedied by Mr. Thacher.

Cenventions will be held annually instead 
of oncein four vears, and the General Execu- 
tive Committce, insiead of being composed of 
Chairmen of Couuty Committees, ia Imited to 
32 members, one from each Senaterial district. 
The convention adopted both the recommenda- 
tions in regard to officers ana the proposed con- 
stitution. 

Mr. Thacher, who thus becomes chief exe- 
cutive officer of the league, may be said te be a 
mutual friend of both the Governor and the 
President, and also the geod angel of the former 
when the bad angel Muller is notat Hill’s elbow. 
Ex-Mayor Thacher is quite likely to continue 
to be of great influence with the Governor, 
thougk hbisinfluenceis not all-controlling, as 
lapses on the Governer’s part, too numerous 
and well known to require description have 
clearly shown.

WOMEN WHO MEAN TO VOTE. 

Boston, Sept. 25.—Twenty-three hundred 
women were assessed yesterday and an egual 
number to-day, sending the total to date up to 
over 7,000, or more than twelve times as many 
as were assessed in all last year. Each day the 
number of applicants increases, and a feature 
of the assessments this weck is the number of 
Catholic women who apply. Probably one- 
fourth of those asseseed yesterday and to-day 
were Catholics, and this in spite of the advice 
of Archbishop Wiiliatus, expressed through the 
Pilot, that Catholic women should refrain from 
voting. It is reported in Protestant cireles that 
the Catholies have been urged to vote by the 
priests to counteract the movement against 
their church that is new attaining somewhat 
threatening proportions, but this is doubtless 
born of the fear that such a result may follow. 
It is a notewerthy fact that the Jargest registra- 
tion of women so far has come from one of the 
strongest Republican wards of the city. There 
j2 no doubt that this movement is causing the 
Democratis politicians considerable uneasiuess, 
although itsinfluence cannot yet extend be- 
yond the School Beard.

THE PANIC IS SUBSIDING |: 


LATEST REPORTS FROM THE 
STRIOKEN DISTRICTS, 
JACKSONVILLE HAD ONE HUNDRED 

AND FORTY-THREE NEW CASES 
YESTERDAY AND FOUR DEATHS. 
JACKSONVILLE, Fila, Sept. 25.—The 
promised visit of the Acting Mayor and a depu- 
tation of colored men to Camp Mitchell took 
Place to-day and was most satisfaetory to all. 
The colered party found the arrangements for 
the reception of refugees as complete as cir- 
cumstances will admit and promised to urge 
their peuple to pass the rest of the dangerous 
sezson atthe camp. The location is excellent 
and the distance from tewn but six miles, 
Forty houses, 12 by 20, and divided each in 
two cempartments are complete and the 
foundations are laid for 20 others, also for the 
kitchen and other buildings needful. Each 


eompartment of these houses will contain a cot 
and bedding, a chair, and some tins, 

At the executive meeting Mr. D, T. Gerow, 
for the Committee on Transpertation, requested 
justructions in regard to assisting people to 
leave town, ¢ It was resolved “that the Chair- 
nian should submit the cases of ali those who 
wished toleave town and have not had the 
fever to this ¢eommittee for their considera- 
tien.” W. B. Owen mentioned the aetion that 
had been taken the previous day by the Kxecu- 
tive Committee in eonsultation with the relief 
committee, and stated that since that harmoni- 
ous Ineeting he had mapped outa line of work 
which included the employment of more help 
under pay, and he desired several days in which 
to test the new methods pursued. He requested 
the various members of his committee te super- 
intend certain departments of the work, and 
mpi to be relieved from a great deal him- 
self. 

Jobn ©. Lengle reported in detail the work 
being done by the Committee on Sanitatien in 
East Jacksonville, Lavilla, Burbridges, Addition, 
and other piaces, and recommended as one of 
the firat works of public imprevement to build 
a shell read from the eity to the cemetery. The 
work of this eommittee was summarized by Mr. 
MeMurray as: First, work of asanitary character 
for which the Government would pay; second, 
work of a publie nature which could not now be 
properly undertaken as a method of empleying 
the iaborers; and furnishing relief; and, third, 
furnishing lists and taking such pre- 
cautions as would provent impesition in 
obtaining relief by men who were employed and 
were able to support themselves. It was re- 
solved that the Chairman of the Cemmittee on 
Sanitation be authorized to employ RK, Mellis to 
make a survey of the mest directand feasible 
reute to the cometery and have the same graded 
and shelled. It was also resolved that the Com- 
mittee on Sanitation fill up the grounds ef the 
sub-tropical exposition se far as suck filling 
should te necessary for sanitary purposes. 

P, E. McMurray indorsed Mr. Owens’s action 
and earnestly called the attention of these 
present to the attempt this cOmmittes was 
making to gut dewn the bills fer relief and yet 
to anaes all who moeded assistance with proper 
aid, 

Another relief store has been opened in the 
Barrs Bleck under the management of Mr. Ku- 
gene McBride. The Newman-street store in fut- 
ure will be managed by Mr. V. L. DL, Mudge, with 
Mrs, Smith as bookkeeper. 

In consequence of tke stringent quarantine 
threughout the State the Flurida papers ap- 
pear in comical shapes. Some of them have 
had even their paper supplies cut off, and have 
had te suspend, reduce to half sheets, or use 
wrapping paper, which reminds one very much 
of southern journalism during the late un- 
pleasantness. The drug stores have supplied 
some of the Dewspapers for a time, and more 
than one of them have come eutin colers that 
would indicate a gayety thatis not compatible 
with the solemnity of the times. 

To show how deeply business of all kinds is 
affected, the onuly dry goods store open in Jack- 
sonville has noc clerks enough to aliew a change 
in going to dinmer, but close from 12 tol o'clock. 

Fernandina has genuine yellow fever, the last 
ease being Capt. D. E, Maxwell of the Florida 
Railway and Navigation Company. Gaines- 
ville’s sick are doing well; there are no new 
eases there. Dr. Baker, editer-in-ehief of the 
Cincinnati Posi, has yellew fever. Last night 
he was attacked wits a very bard chill. He had 
had an attack of malarial fever, from which he 
had not long recovered. W. A. Baker, Cashier 
of the State Bank of Florida, has alight attack 
of fever. Mr, King-Hall, correspondent of the 
New-York World, was tuken out te the Sand 
Hills to-day as a yellow fever patient. B. H. 
Hopkins ef the East Tennessee, Virginia aud 
Georgia Road has beeu peremptorily ordered 
by his company to repert for special duty at 
Atlanta, ereturned here with the intention 
of remaining during the epidemic and he will 
start back to-day much against his inclinatio s. 
Ce). Southmayd left yesterday fer Washington, 
where he gees to have a couference with Clara 
Barton, President of the Red Cross ‘ef America, 
by her request, Of course be will be detained 10 
days at Camp Perry. 

8. Fornakers of MacClenny, now a refugee in 
Baldwin, writes todeny the report that his peo- 

nie have had yellew fever near the latter place. 
jeither himself nor family, he says, have had 
any siekness. 

A prominent and perfectly trustworthy citi- 
zen of Bronson writes te contradict the false 
report that has been circulated in the State 
that there has been fever at that place. The 
bright, newsy Metropolis will resume its even- 
ing reunds on Saturday, greatly to the satisfac- 
tion of its numerous old readers, 

For the last 24 hours ending at 6 o’clock last 
pight, at MacClenny, the official report shews 
three new cases. Dr. Kenworthy of Jackson- 
ville was there and held a conference with the 
doctors. As a result all the expense incurred 
was settled up and Dr, Genzales gues to Jack- 
senville, 

A dispatch from Cedar Keys, Fla., relates that 
“Sunday night last there came into this place 
from Gainesville a. Bettelinl, who had been on 
a visit North, returning via Savannah and 
Gainseville, aud Mrs. Evans,a resident ef Gains- 
ville, but whose parents reside here. The next 
morning it was reported that yellow fever bad 
made its apppesrance in Gainesville, This cre- 
ated wild excitement here. The Beard of Health 
immediately sent Mr. Bettelini and Mrs. Evans, 
together with Mrs, Evans’ parents, at 
whose house she had spent the night, to the 
quarantine hospital on Snake Key, closed up 
the residenee, and caused it to be theroughly 
fumigated. No trains ure allowed inside the 
corporate limits, except under the most strin- 
gent conditions, and nu passengers are ailowed 
to enter the evunty. The railread and all 
county roads are closely guarded. Tne Florida 
Railway and Navigation Company evidently re- 
sents the restrictions tmpused by the Board of 
Health, and would not bring the train in last 
night. Cedar Key is forced to communicate 
with the outside world by way of the Su- 
wanee River and Branford. Cedar Key is per- 
factly healthy.” 

The health of Windsor, asmall place near 
Gainesville, is said to be geod. The people there 
do pot expect a visitation of yellow fever, even 
should it become epidemic in Gaiaesville, 10 
miles away, as all necessary precautions have 
been taken. The outbreak of the fever so near 
caysed some excitement at first, but it has 
about subsided; but all seem determined to 
take nerisk. Every neighboring town is fully 
aroused to the necessity of keeping out every- 
thing or person coming from or near aninfected 
community. Provisions in that section in many 
places are already scare, and upless they can 
be allowed to come tirougb Gairesville tt will 
be impossible for the merchants of that place to 
replenish their stocks, which, nuwever, will 
only necessitate a change of diet. 

The Executive Committee met at the usual 
hour this morning, and the Seeretary furnishes 
the following outline of business transacted. 
H. W. Clark, Postmaster, reported that the bag- 
gage fumigation station has been established 
and compleieda by Dr, Wise at Lavilla Junction. 
The attention of the committee was called to 
the probable opening of the Fernandina quar- 
antine and the possibility from that ani other 
sourees of indigent people coming to the city. 
Tone Committes en Sanitary Police was directed 
to inereaac the guard around the city, and have 
them placed in such suitable positions as would 
prevent the infiux of persons from infected 
points. Aletter trom Camp Perry said that 
frem 35 to 40 people could be easily accemmo- 
dated daily at that prey as abors that number 
jeave the camp each day.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 25.—The trains run- 
ting outof Atlanta are not being disturbed by 
the yellow fever scare to any great extent, 
They are all running on regular schedules, com- 
ing and going om time. he only trouble ths 
Railway Mai: Service has had on any line run- 
ning out of Aflanta was at Columbus, Miss., 
and that could hardly be termed any trouble, 
Tnat city notified Superintendent Turner that 
the Board of Jfealth wished all the maila going 
there to be/tumigated. The Superintendeus 
informed the/ Pustmaster at Columbus that tue 
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department does igate 
the mails going to a city. 
All mail from infected places is thoreug' 
fumigated on being sent out and the depart- 
ment considers this sufficient. It weuld require 
6,000 fumigating stations to fumigate the mails 
if an effort was made to fumigate them on en- 
tering every healthy Pest Office. Mails for 
Belma, Ala, are sent. via Rome, which is the 
only route by which mail can reach there. 
Mails can reach Chattanoega from here, bat 
they can reach no point west or southwest of 
Chattaneoga. By sending mail to Mentgomer 
and north from there, over the Louisville an 
Nashville Railroad, towns between Nashville 
and Birmingham, except Decatur, can be 
reached. The Post Office at Deeatur is elosed. 
At last aecounts Shetiield was cut off, but‘after 
to-day the ag le nen expects to send mails te 
Sheflield via Birmingham and Jasper provided 
that way 1s not stopped by quarantine. There 
1s no interruption toward Augusta or Montgom- 
ery. The double daily line is cutoff between 
Montgomery and Albany, and any hiteh this side 
ot Albany weuld cause considerable delay, ‘the 
mail service between Penascola and Tallahassee 
is performed on freight trains, and this makes 
considerable delay not only on aceount of the 
slow time made by these trains, buton account 
et the misconnections that are made at the river 
junetion. The Superintendent is making an 
effort to get mails for the West and Nerthwest 
over the State Road and Cincinnati Southern. 
As these mails north ef Chattanooga will be 
handled by clerks who are not aecustomed to 
tke business there will necessarily be some 
#alay. The route into Southern Texas is still 
open, via New-Orleans, to Houston, and mails 
to Northern Texas and Arkansas have to ge out 
by St. Louis. The only pointe west of Selma, 
a, as far as Texas, that can be reached with 
the mails are Birmingham, Ala, and Columbus, 
Miss. In other words, every train in Mississippi 
is stopped. The people positively forbid the 
running of trains, and threaten to burn the 
bridges and tear up the tracks if the authorities 
persist in making the runs, 


JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 25.—No new cases 
of yellow fever or deaths from the disease have 
been reported sinee Sunday morning. The 
health authorities are endeavoring to establish 
arefuge camp near the city, and the Howard 
Association will furnish supplies only to such 
persons as will go there. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.. Sept. 25.—The weath- 
er here is clear and quite coel. Several parties 
report having observed a slight frost early this 
morning. The atmosphere is crisp and bracing 
and tho city in the mest healthful condition pos- 
sible. There has been nothing like yellow fever 
in Birmingham and all fear of its reaching here 
1s now quieted. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 25.—While 
there has been nothing appruaching a panic 
here, there was naturally an uneasy feeling, 
which now seems to have diea out, as the cor- 
viction is general that no cases will be brought 
here. The rigid quarantine will be kept up 
until a frost makes an open sesame safe. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 25.—The scare is 
over and the panicky feeling of the past four 
days has given way to a more rational view of 
the situation. Many of those who were the 
most alarmed are now eenfident that there will 
be ne further spread of the fever from either 
Decatur, Ala., or Jackson, Miss, 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 25.—A dispatch 
from Decatur this evening, says: ‘*This morn- 
ing dawned clear and bright, with the thermom- 
eter at 58°, but asurvey of the deserted city 
showed that everything was not lovely. Two 
deaths were reported to Dr. Coehran, State 
Health Officer, by 9 o’elock. One was that ef 
L. 8. Weakley, which oceurred last night at 11 
o’clock, and the ether his son, J. H. Weakley, 
who died at 9 o’clock this morning. They 1e- 
cently came to Decatur from Browneville, 
Tenn. Four new casos have been re- 
ported since noon yesterday. They are 
Ollie Wright, an engineer on the Louisville 
and Nasebville Road here; Mrs. Lester, 
whose husbaz:id has bad the fever and recovered, 
and two negroes. Three ether persons are sick 
with a suspicious disease which is looked on as 
yeilew fever. W. R. Francis is ¢onvalescing, and 
Dr. Buckley is doing well, but has only been 
sick two days. Mrs. Capt. Stewart is reported 
recovering. The Relief Committee are under a 
splendid system of organizatien, with plenty of 
nurses, both white and colored, and are now 
better prepared te handle the disease than here- 
tofora, Seme fear has been enter- 
tained that the idle megroes, who 
outnumber the whites coxnsiderably, would 
become violent and begin to pillage 
houses, but they have all been assured that they 
weuld be provided with provisions, and they 
are quiet this morning and no trouble is feared. 
There is still no chance of communication to or 
trom Deeatur save by telegraph. No mails 
leave here, and what is thrown off is not opened 
except the letters of parties who are personally 
knewn to Acting Postmaster Thomas, the Post- 
master having tied fer his life. 


State Health Officer Dr. Jerome Cochran went 
by special train from here to Flint and Cullman 
last night te examine and report on a case at 
each of these places. Heo returned this mern- 
ing and reported that G. F. Buekhoet, a refugee 
trom Decatur, has yellow fever at Cullman, but 
is not positive about the case at Flint. What 
news we are getting from the surrounding 
country is that the wildest excitement pre- 
vails, Shetgun quarantine reigns supreme 
on every road eressing, and a man from Deca- 
turis looked upon as more dangerous than an 
Airican lion. The Relief Committee has received 
only $45 in meney sinee yesterday. The cem- 
mittee is still calling only on the residents of 
Decatur wherever they may be found, but, un- 
less they respend mere promptly ard liberally, 
@ call will have to be made en the general public. 

The number of persons remaining in Decatue 
has been varieusly estimated at from 150 to 300, 
But a clese observation shews that net less than 
600 or 700 persons still remain there, and most 
of them will new be ina destitute cendition, as 
there is ne werk of any kind going on and they 
will have to be eared for out of the general fund 
of the Board of Relief. The City Medical Board 
have called a meeting to eleet a medical 
director. The physicians ara making no elharges 
fer their services, and are working as heroically 
asif they expected triple pay. They are all 
well and in fine spirits, and know not the mean- 
ing of fear, though several oz them are from 
Nerthern States and never saw a case of fever 
until the scourge broke out in Decatur. 


Mositr, Ala, Sept. 25.—The panic in 
Mississippi is a remarkable exhibitien ef the 
work ~ a fear-inspired mob. All aleng tho 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad nen-intercourse quar- 
antines were established, all trains stopped, and 
avenues of appreach guarded with the shotgun. 
Communities of less than 50 souls have embar- 

oed the world, and so annouuce. The United 

tates mails have been piled up here by the car- 
load, and there is as yet littie prospect of their 
distribution. To-day much has been dene to 
modify the panic, and almost ail ef the embar- 
goes have been raised. Meridian alone holds 
eut, although there was a big discussion on 
the part of the Board of Health there to-day, 
but resultless so far as the removal of quarap- 
tine was congerned. An appeal will be made 
by the Mobile and Ohio Rvad to Gov. Lowry 
of Mississippi to aid in breaking dewn the 
embargo. ‘he Mississippi Board of Health is 
oppesed to the embargo. Mr. Clarke thinks at 
least freight trains will be run to-morrow, but 
in this he may be too sanguine. Indicative of 
the frenzy of terror actuating the Meridian 
people is the case of seven Italians who arrived 
there Sunday night enroute from St. Louis to 
New-Orleans. ‘Tbey had to changecars at Me- 
ridian in order to take the train to New- Orleans, 
but the people weuld net letthem gothe 20 
feet frem one train te the other, They drove 
them back asif they were mad dogs. The Ital- 
jians could speak no English, did not know of 
what crime tkey were guilty of, and when 
brought on through by the Mobile and Ohio 
train they spent the night in terror, expecting a 
mob would drag them out toadeath. ‘they had 
been nowhere hear any infected district. 

NrEW-ORLEANS, La., Sept. 25.—At a meet- 
ing of the Merchants and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation to-night Dr. Wilkinson, Presideat ef the 
State Board of Health, made a statement that 
the official health records show that there has 
not beanacase of yeilow fever in this city or 
State during the past three years. He further 
stated that the clty of New-Orleans is to-day un- 
usually healthy, without any suspicious case of 
fever whatsoever, and every eilort is being 
made to keep out infection, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—'t How far on your 
road can you do business without interruption ?” 
was asked of Gen. Munager Jeffrey of the IIli- 
pois Central last evening. 

“Our whele business is interruapted—almost 
disrupted—at the present time, but 1 hope fur 
better things very soen. 1 am confident that 
within a few days eoeler heads and better judg- 
went will coutrol, and that necessary business 
may be conducted under preper restrictions,” 

Referring toa number of dispatches received 
during the day from various peints aleng the 
Southern line Mr. Jeffrey said: 

‘Ballard County, Ky., oppesite Cairo, Ili., has 
modified the quarantine so as to permit engines 
and trains to run inte East Cairo the same as 
before, thus enabling the railroad company to run 
trains between East Cairo and Jackson, Tenn., 
105 miles, although at nearly all intermediate 
stations the lecai quarantines forbid the stop- 
page of trains. Between Jackson. Tenn., and 
Canten, Miss., 240 miles, two or three siations 
have moditied the quarantine regulations te the 
extent of permitting trains to stop, provided 
there is a rigid inspection by the proper author- 
ities. It may be taken as an abselute fact at 
this time that there is not asingle case of yellow 
feverin the Lower Mississippi Valley eutsice 
of Jackson, Miss., and its vicinity. 

The I!linois Central Company has abandoned 
all trains on 1ts Aberdeen branch, which ex- 
tends from Durant northeast to Aberdeen, a 
distance of 106 miles. [t bas also abandoned 
ail trains on the 145 miles of brauch lines in the 
Yazoo Delta. The strong local quarantine com- 
pelled this course, 

Ex-Gov. Read of Florida, whois in this city, 
haa started a local movement to aid the fever- 
stricken districts. A euallis issued for a meet- 
ing of all citizens of Florida new in Chicago, to 
be held to-morrow to erganize for work in that 
direction. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—Surgeon-General 
Hamilton has received a telegram from In- 
spector Williamson at Live Oak, Fla., saying 
that the official repert from Fernandina shows 
13 new cases there and 3 at Eilanville. 

Surgeon-General Hamiiton has sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to H, E. Datterer, President of 
the Board ef Health of Fernandina, Fla:

The Pest Office Department this afternoon re- 
ceived a telegram from a postal official dated 
Atlanta, Ga., to-day, stating that no trains are 
running between Memphis and New-Orleans, 
except accommodations. None between New- 
Orleans and Wilson, La., nor between Green- 
wood and Jackson, Jackson and Natchez, Meri- 
dian and Shreveport, Meridian ana New-Orleans, 
Cairo and Mobile, Aberdeen and Durant, Selma 
and Meridian, Chattaneoga and Meridian, ex- 
cept a short train between Birmingham and 
Tuscaloosa. There are no trains running be- 
tween Selma and Meridian and Montgomery and 
Akron. No station ean as yet be placed at 
Jackson, as the neighboring towns threaten if 
mail or anything else, fumigated or not, is 
taken on at or near Jackson they will tear up 
the track and burn the bridges. There are 
slight evidences of reaction. Business men 
begin to feel the pressure and are commencing 
to resist the mob element. 

Surgeon-General Hamilton has received the 
following dispatch: 

JACKSON, Miss,, Sept. 25.—Total number ef 
cases to date, 14; deaths, 4. Nonew cases reported 
for 24 hours ending 6 P. M, yesterday, Have the 
city surrounded by a cordon and are doing all we 
can to prevent the spread of the disease.

The Acting Secretary of War has issued a 
general order by which officers of the army who 
are absent on leave from stations in sections of 
the country infected by the prevailing yellow 
fever epidemic or from stations that cannot be 
reached without transit through infeeted locali- 
ties or who are under orders te jein such sta- 
tions are authorized to delay starting to join 
their eommands under their orders or after the 
re of their leaves of absence until the 
epidemio shall have subsided, Officers taking ad- 
vantage of the feregoing eashonty will report 
by letter to the Adjutant-General of the army 
for instructions. 


LOUISVILLE, Sept. 25.—The situation of 
yellew fever refugees here to-day shows little 
change. Benjamin Grant, from Decatur, has a 
mild type of the disease, and is being cared for 
at tbe Eruptive Hospital, Many are leaving 
for Northern points as fast as their baggage is 
fumigated and turned over te them. A fund is 
being raised for those in need, and a concert 
will be given for their benefit. A proclamation 
was issued to-night in response to a request 
from the Illinois Central Railroad to Gov, Buck- 
ner for relief, The Governor revokes all local 
quarantines; except that of Hickman, which is 
not on the line of an infected road. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Sept. 25.—-By action 
of the Business Men’s Association to-night 
Evansville opens her doers ard invites yellow 
fever refugees to come here until the danger of 
the scourge has been passed. There was also 
presented $500 fer the benefit of yellow fever 
sufferers. Evansville is the only city north of 
the Ohio River that has taken such steps, 


Str. Jaco pE Cusa, Sept. 12.—Yellow 
fever reigns supreme, both“in this city and at 
the military hospital outside, A servant of the 
American consulate kas just been sent to the 
hospital with it. a Autonomia of this city yes- 
terday published the following item: 


“Of 96 men of the battalion of San Quentin on 
duty is Santo Espiritu 23 have fallen victims to 
yellow fever, 17 more have been attacked with it, 
and 3 of them are dangeronsly ill. f a detach- 
ment of 9 men on duty at Parades, a spot noted for 
its salubrity and good sanitary condition, all were 
attacked and 7 died of the fever. The mortality 
has been terrible. Ul Pais of that city one day re- 
ported 24 deaths from it. Both natives and foreign- 
ers have been swept away. The epidemic has been 
sweeping the island. The terrifiic inroads made 
by yellow fever may be gathered from the follow- 
ne: Out ef a full oompeny of men all but 8 have 

een swept away in this city. The Islandof Nas- 
sau, knowing the danger, bas declared a 40-day 
quarantine against us.”

BIITEN BY A OCOPPERHEAD. 


JAMES BURNS DISCOVERS THE EVILS OF 
SNAKE CHARMING. 

James Burns, 20 years old, a son of 
Donald Burns, an animal dealer of 115 Roose- 
velt-street, thinks he is a snake charmer. A 
few days agohe bought acopperhead from a 
longshoreman, who found it on one of the piers 
to which it had probably escaped from some 
Southern ship. The reptile was placed in a 
cheese box in Mr. Burns’s store, and James 


amused hia friends by showing it off. Yester- 
day morning Felix Ratael and David McDon- 
ald, two of his companions, were in the store, 
and he epened the box. The snake crawled out, 
and he flirted a silk handkerehief at it. It rose 
uD on its tailand swung its head angrily. The 
handkerchief was flirted at it two or three times 
mere, aud its eyes blazed, and it got angrier and 
angrier, 

Then young Burns thought it was time to 
put it back inits box. He picked up a table 
knife, and reached forward to press it down, 
but the reptile took the aetion te be aggressive, 
and with agquick spring fastened its fangs in 
the end of his foretinger. Burns shook it 
loose, and picked up a shovel intending te de- 
stroy it. He chamged his mind, however, and 
shoveled the snuke into the box. Then he 
bound a piece of twine tightly around the 
finger atthe base and ran to the nearest saleon, 
where he swallowed a large quantity of whisky. 
From the saleon he and Rafael went directiy 
to Chambers-Street Hospital, where be told Dr. 
Harris wbat had befallen him. 

The surgeon cut a slit in theend of the finger 
and Burns fainted. When he revived six mere 
slits were cut, from which the blood flowed 
treely. ‘Che finger was then put in an aeid bath 
and allowed te remain there for some time, and 
more stimulants Were administered. Dr. Harris 
told Burns he should remain at the hospital over 
night, but Burns refused to do so and went 
away.

LEGITIMATE BUSINESS MAN. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—P. D. Armour is irri- 
tated over the criticism that has been heaped 
upon him asa Director of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Railroad in passing dividends. He 


said to-day, in explanation of his vote, that he 
was a legitimate business man in his finaneial 
affairs and nota stock jobber. 

Referring to the New-York dispatch which 
announces that combination was to be effected 
between the English and American stockholders 
to the end that the present directory might be 
forced out of office on the ground of accumu- 
lating $50,000,000 worth of stock and voting 
bends, he said: *Ob, there is nothing in that; 
notathing; this 1s all bosh. I think people 
will find out pretty soun that al! that was done 
Was square dealing. I’ve been abused and criti- 
cized regarding this recent action, but it will be 
tound that this is no game of ‘ehuek-a-luck’ or 
any other kind.” 

“Will the English interests assert themselves 
in the future, as iatimated?”’ 

“T know nothing about it, but I should be 
very glad tu have an English representative in 
the directory. Ithink that a majority of the 
stock is owned in England. I[f there are any 
interests that think they can improve upon the 
present management of affairs they should take 
hold and try it. The Directors, I think, would 
gladly resign at any time to make way for such 
amanagement.” 

“Will you cable an English meeting, as is an- 
nousced to be your intention ?” 

**No, no; there is nothing to that. I do rot 
know there is to be a meeting.” 

*“You were aware several weeks ago thata 
dividend on the common stock would be passed, 
were you not?” 

‘* Yes; the road had notearned it?” 

“But you are quoted as saying that you were 
as much surprised as any one that the preferrea 
stock dividend could not be deelared.” 

*] suppose that’s so. I voted to pass the 
dividend after I became satisfied of the true 
state of affairs. This action has all been taken 
with deliberate business judgment, The rail- 
read preperty is ail right, and after this abuse 
and eriticism have passed away perhaps it will 
be seen that my relations with the road have 
been for its advancement and interest.”

PLEADING FOR A SHOW. 
MISSOURI, KANSAS AND TEXAS AFFAIRS 
: IN COURT. 

St. Lovrs, Mo., Sept. 25,—The arguments 
for and against the appointment of a Receiver 
for the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railway 
were heard at great length to-day by Judge 
Brewer. The representatives of all parties in 
interest were on hand. Thomas H, Hubbard 
appeared for the Mercantile Trust Company 
and he was prepared to show that foreclosure 


proceedings should at once be instituted, W. H. 
eckham appeared for the Union Trust Cem- 
any,Simon Sterne represented the Missouri, 
ansag and Texas Railway. and Jobn F. Dillon 
the Missouri Pacific. Mr. Hubbard was first to 
address the ceurt, and he submitted an array 
of facts for the appointment of a Receiver. 

Judge Dillon stated that the position ef the 
Missouri Pacific was that it was entitled to the 
possession of the property until the first day 
of December, 1888, two months hence, but it 
seems tothe Missouri Paeific that as the com- 
pany has defaulted in interest and other obli- 
gations of over $3,000,000, a Receivership is 
inevitable, The Missouri Pacific is net disposed 
to oppose the application for a Receiver, but 
insists that it shall have a very influential voice 
in seeing that no Receiver is appointed who 
will be actively hostile in its interests, 

Mr. Sterne oppesed the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver, and argued that the road should be 
turned over to the stockholders) The Union 
Trust interests and the Mercantile Trust inter- 
ests were identical, A financial exhibit was 
made by’ Mr. Sterne, and he maintained that if 
the road was givon to the stockholders a plan 
would be perfected that would protect all in- 
terests. 

Judge Dillon admitted the right to foreclosure 
against the Misseuri, Kansas and Texas, but 
het against the Missouri Pacific, The Missouri 
Pacific claimed the right of possession until 
Dec. 1, 1888, and no Receiver should be ap 
pointed until after that time, 

Mr. Sterne said that in hie answer he was pre- 
pared to show that with such increase in crops 
and earnings the road was rapidly working out 
of its temporary embarrassments and would 
meet all obligations, An appointment at this 
time will precipitate dismemberment, There is 
& disposition upon the part of a majerity of the 
bondholders to accerd to the new management 
a term of six months to perfect a plan now in 
the course of negotiation which provides for 
the protection of the consolidated mortgage 
bondhelders and the interest of the stockhold- 
ers rather than the Missouri Pacific. Mr, Sterne 
then read the aflidavit of President Martinsen 
reciting facts in conformity with the above. The 
case Will come up again to-morrow. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—Albert G. Pos- 
tlethwaite, whois likely te be appointed Re- 
ceiver of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, was 
formerly connested with the General Manager’s 
otiice of the Pennsylvania Railroad when Firat 
Viee-President Thomsen was General Manager. 
He is a brother of E, T. Postlethwaite, who is 
Mr. Thomson's chief clerk, and at present Mr.

ANOTHER HUDSON RIVER BRIDGE, 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y,, Sept. 25.—There are 
at present evidences of renewed activity on the 
partof the Highland Bridge Company, an or- 
ganization chartered some time ago for the pur- 
pose of building a railroad bridge across the 
Hudson River, between Anthony’s Nose and 
Fort Cliaten, just above Peekskill, and also for 


building connecting railroad lines. as may be 
desiranle, between the approaches to the struet- 
ure and the New-Jersey and Connecticut bor- 
ders. A corp of engineers is now at work in this 
county locating a piece of new railroad that is 
to connect the western approach of the bridge 
with the Erie Road at Turner’s, and with the 
Lehigh and Hudson River Road at Lake Station. 
Another party of engineers is at work east of 
the river locating the connections with the Hud- 
son River, Northern, Harlem,’ and New-York 
and New-Engjand Railroads. 

Gen. Edward W. Serrill, civil engineer and 
President of tlie Highland Bridge Uompany, ia 
authority for the statement that the enterprise 
is backed by abundant capital, ana that the 
bridge willbe completed ready for traffic within 
two years. Theriver at the foot ofthe high- 
lands and between Anthony’s Nose and Fort 
Clinton narrows down to a width that permits 
of a single span reaching from shore to shore. 
The plans for the new bridge provides for a sin- 
gle span, 3,000 feet long and 195 feet above 
high-water mark, suspended from steel towers 
320 feet high, and resting on natural granite 
foundations. In its general eharacter the 
structure will be modeled after the New-York 
ana Brooklyn Bridge. The cost of the new 
bridge and approaches is estimated at $10,000,- 
000. It is stated that advantageous traffic ar- 
rangements have already been made by the 
Highland Bridge Company with the Erie, the 
Lehigh and Hudson, and other Pennsylvania 
coal-carrying roads, and with the New-York 
and New-England Railroad. The advantages 
claimed for a bridge at Peekskill, compared 
with the one at Poughkeepsie, are proximity te 
New-York Oity and ashorter line of transpor 
tation between New-Engiand and the coal feds.

A NICE LAW POINT. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 25.—The Pennsylvania 
Company wil) have a heavy suit for damages on 
its hands as the outcome of the war in excur- 
sion rates between this city and Columbus and 
Cincinnati, Last Saturday C, A. Hilliard of 
Cineinnati bought a return ticket from here to 
Columbus from a scalper. It had been sold at 
Columbus at the cut rate, used one way, and 
stamped good tor return passage at the Penn- 
owe office in this city. The eriginal pur- 
chaser sold it te a sealper, and heto Mr. Hilliard, 
who offered it on the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
Road, and received a conductor’s check, After 
the train had passed on te the tracks of the 
Cleveland, Akron and Columbus at Hudson the 
conductor notified Mr. Hilliard that he could 
not ride any further, as the Cleveland, Akron 
— Columbus would not aceept the cut-rate 
ticket. 

Mr. Hfiliard protested, and when the train 
reached Akron he was forcibly rrmoved. The 
Cleveland, Akron and Columbus Passenger De- 
partment netified the Pennsylvania Company 
that it did net sanction the cut and would not 
recognize tickets sold from Columbus, as that 
city was the initial point of its own road. The 
Pennsylvania continued to sell tickets, and anin- 
teresting point of law will be brought as to the 
responsibility resting upon tbe Pennsylvania to 
live up to its contract with purchasers of cut- 
rate tickets. Mr. Hilliard will enter suit at 
once against the Pennsylvania for heavy dam- 
ages. 


ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

St. Louis, Sept. 25.—The Eastern rate 
war aftertwo weeks of traveling hds at last 
reached New-York and the othe® principal 
Eastern points. It began with a small cutin 
the local passenger rates between St. Louis and 


Indianapolis and 8t. Louis and Chicage. Then 
it spread to Cincinnati, where the Vandalia and 
Ohio and Mississippi plied the knife vigorously. 
It required only a tew days more to extend the 
war to New-York, and now the passenger rates 
havé slumped 30 per cent. The Ohio and 
Mississippi has dropped frem $21 to 
$14 to New-York, and is selling round- 
trip tickets to Washington for $17 50, 
Philadelphia $19 50, and Baltimere $17.

OBITUARY. 


THE REV. JOHN JOHNS. 

The Rev. John Johns, for the past two 
years Pastor of the Beekman Hill Methodist 
Episcopal Church on East Fiftieth-street, died 
early yesterday morning at his home, 321 East 
Fiftieth-street. He had been very ill forthe 
past two wees since his return from England, 
Sept. 13. The cause of death was hemorrhage 
of the brain, which had resulted from a disease 
of the kidneys of long standing. Last Winter 
Mr. Johns had an attack of apoplexy, and poor 
health followed, so that he was compelled to do 
what he had never before thought of—take a 


Summer vacatien. He sailed June 21 for Len- 
don, but was so ill in England that he was glad 
to return to his home. On the night after his 
arrivalin port he went to bed, from which he 
never rose. He leaves a wife and one son. 

The Rev. Mr. Johns was born in Devonshire, 
England, in 1835. He was a farmer’s lad, and 
worked on the farm until he was 16 years eld, 
when he was converted. A year later he was a 
Bible Christian Methodist preacher. He edu- 
cated himself, studying mostly as he rode in the 
saddle on the cireuit A few months in Sheb- 
bear Cellege was all the scheol instruction he 
received. His last charge in Engiand was at Red 
Ruth. In 1873 he came to this country and 
preached asa ‘“‘supply” in Brooxlyn for three 
wonths. He was so pieased with this eeuntry 
that he sent for his family, and did not goto 
Canada, as he had intended. He preached 
at the Warren-Street Church, Brooklyn; at 
Canensville, Delaware County; the Free Taber- 
nacle in West Thirty-fourth-street, this city, 
three years; Kingston, N. Y., three years; 
Trinity Church, Harlem, 3 years; Eighteenth- 
Street Church, Breoklyn, 3 years, and was fill- 
ing his third yearin the Beekman Hill Churoh 
when his death occurred. The Rev. Mr. Johns 
Was well liked in ali his pasterates. He was 
fond of lecturing and delivered his lecture on 
** Peter Cartright” in almost every Eastern city. 
He was an ardent Prohibitionist and often 
spoke in behalf ef his party. Reeently he had 
been appointed President of the Preachers’ 
Meeting in this city. 

The funeral will be held om Friday morning at 
10 o’clock inthe Beekman Hill Church. The 
sermon will be delivered by the Rev, Dr. J. M. 
Buckley and addresses will be made by other 
brother clergymen. The burial will bein Cy- 
press Hill Cemetery. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Austin D. Colton, Cashier of the People’s Bank 
inthe Lean and Trust Building at Minneapeolis, 


Minn., died Monday. Mr. Colton was 53 years old, 
and went to Minneapolis three years ago last May 
from Franklin, Penn., where he had resided many 
years, and where he was Cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank. He erganized the Peopie’s Bank in 
Minneapolis. 

Dr. William C. Pryer of New-Roshelle, one of 
the most prominent physicians and surgeons of 
Westchester County, died on Monday evening, after 
@ prolonged illuess, at his residence in that village. 
Dr. Pryer was born in New-York City, Feb. 14 
1834, and after being graduated from Columbia, 
College, took up the practice of medicine, He en- 
tered Bellevue Hospital, where he remained some 
time. About 1860 he went to New- Rochelle, where 
he remained until his death. During the war he 
Was engaged a3 a surgeon on David's I[siand. He 
was a sufferer for many years from hip disease, and 
was compelled a few years ago to give up his prac- 
tise on thataccount.

COMMISSIONER COLMAN VISITS THB 
WHITE PLAINS AGRICULTURAL FAIR. 
There were about 4,000 persons present 

atthe White Plaine Agricultural Fair yester- 

day and they came from all parts of West- 
chester County, either by private senveyance 
or the regular stages which ran in connection 
with all the trains on the New-York and Har- 
lem Railroad from White Plains. The display

Colman then, standing in the buggy, spoke 
briefiy, owing to the raw wind which was blow- 
ing down the track, He told the farmers what 
he and the department which he represents had 
done for them in suppressing the sale and marnu- 
facture of oleomargarine, and said they hadi 
made it now aimost impossible to put thse 
spurious article out in the place of good, pure, 
country butter. He then went on to relate 
what had been done to exterminate the 
enerrens among the cattle, and 

ow they had had to resort to the 
tagging method, although the farmers, for 
whese goed it was done, had opposed them 
very often. He speke principa “' upon the 
manufacture of sugar from sorghum, in which 
the department had experimented ihoroughly, 
and he had no doubt but that in a short time 
there will be hundreds of factories making 
sugar by the perfected process where there is 
one te-day. Sugar by that process can be made 
for from 644 te 64 cents a pound, Somhum 
produees 12 tons te the acre, and the seed of 
the cane is used as food for the feeding of cat- 
tle. This seed will pay for the cultivation of the 
crop. Nothing will compare with sorghum, and 
it 1s as rich as the sugar cane ef the South. All 
of our sugar can be made frem it, and in a short 
time this Nation will be entirely independent of 
all other nations and infact be able to export 
sugar made from sorghum.

FATHER BILL DALY'S LITTLE 
SURPRISE PARTY. 

“eae GHOST’. BACKS SANTALENE VERY 
SUCCESSFULLY AND “THAT MAN 
SHAFFER” REJOICES THE BOOKIES. 

That the Brooklyn Jockey Club never 
fares any too well in respeet of the weather it 
has for its races was exemplified and intensified 
yesterday. The air was raw, penetrating, and 
marrew-destroying. If that weather, coupled 
With the wretched open affairs that the Long 
Island Railroad Company calls cars, and that 
road’s neglect to previde a sufficient number of 
parlor cars, do not result mm the killing off of 
a@ goodly number of racegoers from pneumonia, 
they are pneumonia proof. In spite of the 
weather the usual 5,000 or 6,000 people were 
atthe track ready to win or lose their good 
American dollars as the fates might decree. 

There was “The Ghost,” for instance, the 
marvelous and mysterious “plunger” of the 
year, who has been christened ““The Ghost” be- 
cause no one of the boekmakers knew who he 
was until the Brooklyn meeting began. He 
bet persistently, but heavily, and probably 
made a good thing, as he has been doing nearly 
every day this season. He looked happy and 
warm in spite of the raw air, for he was known 
to have won $12,000 en Santalene, “The 
Ghost” who has relieved the bookmakers of so 
mueh of their superfluous cash is a Brooklyn 
builder named Moere, and the way he has 
plunged this year has made “ Pittsburg Phil” 
appear like an ordinary five-dollar bettor along- 
side him. 

Another “plunger” who turned up at the 
track vesterday was “that man Shaffer,” who 
on the assumption that he was the Dwyer 
Brethers’ representative, did a lot of finger and 
ned betting, and then disappeared suddenly 
witha lot of unpaid tiekets left in the book- 
makers’ hands, the knights of the pencil learn- 
ing after his Gisappearance that he was not the 
Dwyers’ representative. Shaifer made glad the 
hearts of a number of his creditors by assuring 
them that he had now got a good bit of money 
and proposed to “square” himself with every 
one he owed any money to. The information 
seemed to cheer “Jake” Shipsey, who left his 
book in charge of one of his clerks and went 
around the ring betting on and beating every 
one of the winners of the last three races. His 
clerk must have been a pretty guod one too, for 
Bhipsey’s book was reported among the book- 
makers to have won $4,500 on the day, in addi- 
tion to the $8,500 Bhipsey is said to have won 
pn the races. 

As for the racing it was sensational enough to 
suit any one, and the only fault that could be 
found was that the fields were too small in 
three of thé six races to make things very lively. 
The worst feature“was the cutting down of the 
Haggin filly Daruna in the second race, an acci- 
dent which will probably necessitate her retire- 
ment for the rest of the year. The story of the 
flay’s racing is given herewith. 

With Blue Wing and Defense scratched from 
the first race the contest, which was at a mile, 
narrowed down to @ run between Kingston, 
Yum Yum, and Little Minch, who were fancied 
in the betting in the order named, Kingston be- 
ing the liveliest sort of a favorite, because every 
oue had heard how good he had been working 
of late. So all the talented ones jumped on him 
aad packed him until every bookmaker in the 
ring cried “enough” and stopped taking 
money in, preferring to try and coax 
ot to back that erratic sprinter, 

ittle Mineh, by offering odds of 15 to 1 against 
him, rather remarkable odds in a three-horee 
race. A lot of money was bet on him, however, 
at 8 to 5, to beat Yum Yum, which preved to be 
money thrown away. The trio were sent away 
at the first attempt and they at once began rac- 
ing, McLaughiin sending Little Minch out in 
front, and setting the liveliest kind ot 

a pace He went around the first turn 

a length in front of the others, and 

at the quarter pole was going strong aud 

well, with the others having a lively time te 
keep up with the hot pace Minch was setting. 

So the horses ran entirely around the oval and 

into. the home stretch, when Little Minch 

Stopped as if some one had struck him a blow 

across the face. There wasn’t much racing after 

that, for Kingston went up to the trout and wen 
by acouple of lengths from Yum Yum, Little 

Minch coming in some 30 lengths in the rear, 

pulled up and pumped out entirely.

Without any backing to speak of. Yet one of 
these, bLronzomarte, of “Father Bill’ Daly’s 
string, against whom 40 to 1 straightand 15 
tol for place could be had all over the ring, 
and in Burton’s book as high as 200 to 1 
straight and 50 to1 for a place was laid, won. 
Gleason also laid 15 to 1 against Bronzomarte’s 
running first, second, or third in his book. 

One of ‘* Father Bill’? Daly’s maxims in teach- 
ing his jockeys to ride is to “Go out in front, 
and die thareif you have gottodie.” Little 
Paimer, who rode Bronzomuarte in this rate, 
pursued those tactics, and pursued them very 
successfully, as the result showed. He got eff 
weil up with the leaders, Vosburg, Frank Ward, 
Rupert, and Bella B., and after the stand was 
passed Little Palmer sent him out into 
the front, taking a good lead while 
the turn was being rounded, with Bella 
B. and Vosburg following him _ closely, 
Daruna, the second choice, being back in the 
rear with Fanita ana Superviser. Bordelaise 
and Bella B. both tried to challenge Bronzo- 
marte in moving through the back stretch, bus 
as bronzomarte would not be caught, the lot 
nearest to him waited for him to come back to 
them later on. But Bronzomarte wou'd not 
come back, as the boys found out when the lot

The reasen for the Mor showing 
of the latter was tnat she was cut down in the 
rear by sewe horse as the lot moved around the 
firstturn. The injury, which was to her pastern, 
Was So serious that it is extremely doubtful if 
she runs again this year. 

The Willew Stakes, for which eight probable 
Starters Were anvounced, proved a complete 
fluke, as She and Senorita were the only two of 
the announced starters to go tothe post, Mc- 
Elmeel putting his tilly Annie M. in at the last 
moment. Of eourse the filly never had a chance 
in it, the race being entirely one between Seno- 
wita and She, the former being a pronounced fa- 
vorite. The two raced well together through- 
out the three-quarter-mile run, Senorita gradu- 
ally drawing away in moving down the stretch 
and finally winning by a length from She, who 
was eiglt or ten lengths ahead of Annie M.

HARRISON 


GOING INTO DEALS AS TO PROPER 
AND IMPROPER TREATMENT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 25.—Gen. Harrison 
entered upon his thirteenth week of pubtic re- 
ceptions to-day. The visiting delegations came 
from Wabash and Park Counties and numbered 
about 1,200, including some 200 young folks, 
members of the Sunday schools at Marshall and 
Bethany, in Park County. The reception took 
place in Universitv Park. Gen. Harrison said: 


MY WABASH COUNTY FRIENDS AND MY LITTLE 
FRIENDS FROM PARK: Iam very glad to meet you 
here to-day. My friend, who has spoken for Wabash 
County, has very truly said that the relations be- 
tween me aud the Republicans of that county have 
always been exceedingly cordial. I remember when 
I first visited your county in 1860, almost a boy in 
years, altogether a boy in political experience. I 
was then a candidate for reporter of the decisions 
of the Supreme Court of this State, You had in one 
of your own Citizens, afterward a distinguished 
soldier, a candidate for that officein the convention 
that nominated me, but this did not interfere at all 
with the cordial welcome from your people when, as 
the nominee of the party, I came into your county. 
I think from thatday to this my name has never 
been mentioned in any convention for any office that 
I have net had almost the unanimous support of the 
Republicans of Wabash County. Lapolsces.) This 
is new interest which you manifest to-day. The 
expressions of your confidence have been very 
numerous and have been continued through nearly 
30 years, 

There is. one’ word on one —. that I want to 
say. Our Democratic triends tell us that there are 
about a hundred millions—their arithmeticians do 
not agree on the exact figures—in the public Treas- 
ury for which the Government has no need. They 
have found only this method of using it. Depositing 
it in the national banks of the céunutry to be loaned 
out by them to our citizens at interest, the Govern. 
ment getting no interest whatever from the banks, 
I suggested, and it was not an original suggestion 
with me—Senator Sherman has advocated the same 
policy with great ability in the Senate—that this 
money had better be used in buying Government 
ponds, because the Government would make some 
money in applying it that way, and there was no 
other way in which they could get any interest 
on it: at all, but it 1s said if we use it in this 
manner we pay a premium to the bondholders, 
But it is onl the same. premium that the 
bonds are bringing in the market. In other words, 
as hesaid the other day, capitalists who can use 
their money as they please—put it out on mortgage, 
at interest, or in any other way—think the Govern- 
ment bond at the current rate of premium is a good 
investment for them. Now, the Government can 
buy these bonds at that premium and save a great 
deal of interest. I will not undertake to give you 
figures; one issue of these bonds matures in 1907 
and bears 4 per cent. annual interest. New, sup- 
pose this surplus money were to remain all that 
time in the banks without bringing any interest to 
the Government, is there aman here so dumb that 
he conees see the great loss that would result to the 
people! 

‘*] have another objection to this policy—the 
favoritism thatis involved in it. We have heard— 
and from such high authority that I think we must 
accept it as true—that the great Poe ae apper- 
taining te the office of President of the United 
States involves a public peril. Now, suppose we 
add to that danger $100,000,000 that the Secretary 
can put in this community or that, in this bank or 
that at his pleasure; is not the power of the bixecu.- 
tive perilously increased? Is right that the use 
of this vast sum should be a matter of mere favorit- 
ism; that the Secretary should be allowed to put 
$10,000,000 of this surplus in Indianapolis and 
none of itin Kansas City, or $75,000,000 in New- 
York and none in Indianapolis? If the money is 
used in buying bonds it tinds its natural place, 

oes whereit belongs. This is a most serious ob- 

naan to the present method of dealing with the 
surpius, 

* But if you still object to paying the market pre. 
mium when we buy these bonds, see how it works 
the other way. The banks deposit their bonds in 
the Treasury to secure these deposits, get the Gov- 
ernment money without interest, aud still draw in- 
terest on their bonds. If any one of you had a note 
for $1,000 due in five years, bearing interest, and 
your credit was so good that the note was worth a 
premium, and you had $1,200 that you could not put 
out at interest so as to offset the interest on your 
note, would you not make money by using this sur. 
plus to take up the note ata tair premium? Would 
you think it wise finance to give the $1,000 that 
you had on hand to your creditor without interest 
and allow him to deposit your note with you as 
security; you paying interest on the note until it 
was due and getting no interest on your deposit?’

The Senate made another attempt yester- 
day to beat its own record for speed in pen- 
sion legislation, but the record made on 
July 25 was not surpassed, On that day 
the aversge time per bill was 23.07 seconds, 
130 bills having been passed in 50 minutes. 
The best record up to that time had been 
2414 seconds. Yesterday afternoon 114 bills 
were passed in 45 minutes, the average time 
per bill being 23.68 seconds. This is close 
work, and we may reasonably expect that 
the record will be cut down at the next 
trial. Itis possible, indeed, to reduce it to 
20 seconds before. adjournment, but it will 
not be practicable to ga neyond that limit 
at this session. Of the 130 bills passed 
on July 25 the President vetoed 14. 
In one case the Senate overlooked 
the fact that the applicant had de- 
serted from the army twice, and 
after the second departure had not re- 
turned. In another case the Senate had 
failed to rrocure any evidence of disabil- 
ity. The vetoes, however, are not per- 
mitted by the sporting rules of the Senate 
to affect the record of speed. The President 
will probably discover that several of the 
114 bills passed yesterday ought not to be 
signed. It is probable that some of the 
bills are for deserters, that others are for 
applicants who are dead or who are already 
on the pension rolls, and that in three or 
four cases nothing but a veto will saye 
considerable sums in arrears for poor 
widows. But the Republican oraters will 
tell the people that the President is simply 
showing again his undying hatred for the 
soldier, and the Senate will continue to 
point with pride at its record for speed. 








Reports from Massachusetts are to the 
effect that the ‘free-trade scare” has no 
effect among the workingmen of that State, 
while the manufacturers are much more 
divided than they have ever been before. 
The experiment in putting hides on the free 
list, and its decided and permanent advan- 
tage to manufacturers, has had much to do 
with this division, since the Mills bill, as 
relates to wool and lumber, is in precisely 
he same line. It will be remembered that 
there has been an agitation for some time 
in favor of free wool, in which Mr, 
RADCLYFFE, the present Secretary of 
the Home Market Club, has _ tak- 
en a prominent part. Mr. RADCLYFFE’S 
former arguments were sound and have 
much more effect than his circulation of

SECRET EES 
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The editor of an Indianapolis newspaper, 
who claims thatit hasa large circulation 
among the farmers of the West, has under- 
taken to introduce the “ boycott” into 
politics, and sends a threatening letter to a 
manufacturer of agricultural implements in 
this State, who is reported to have expressed 
the intention of voting for CLEVELAND and 
THURMAN. “The farmers of the Western 
States want to know,” says this presumptu- 
ous editor, “‘and they want the informa- 
tion at once,in regard to your position 
politically. They have no use for any 
machinery manufactured by.a representa- 
tive of the pauper labor-of England.” This 
announcement is followed by a threat that 
if an explanation is not received in due 
time, the Western farmers will be‘notified 
“that farm machinery manufactured by 

‘your company is a representative of 
the most daugerous element to American 





prosperity, the destruction of Northern in- 
dustries for the purpose of building ‘up 
Southern powers, backed by British influ- 
ences and money and Northern dough- 
faced politicians.” This bull-dozing slaugh- 
terer of the English language signs himself 
JOSEPH R. ROBINSON, ‘“‘ Editor and proprie- 
tor of Indianapolis Reporter.” It is not 
probable that the Western farmers, who are 
robbed by the present outrageous tariff, 
would be deterred from buying implements 
made by a man who wishes to relieve them 
from some of their burdens by the mouth- 
ings of this malignant blackguard, but he 
shows his disposition to use the meanest 
form of boycotting to coerce the political 
action of a free American citizen. 








A year ago Sir JAMES FERGUSSON an- 
nounced in the British; House of Commons 
that our Government had ordered that no 
more vessels should be seized for seal fish- 
ing in Behring Sea pending the judicial 
proceedings on past seizures, Mr. BayaRD 
promptly denied the existence of any stipu- 
lation on this subject or any such instruc- 
tions. Now the Dominion Government has 
received a letter from its Collector at the 
Port of Victoria, saying that two British 
Columbia sealers had. just arrived there 
with good cargoes. They reported that 
they had been hailed by the United States 
revenue cutter Russia, (meaning, no doubt, 
the Rush,) but were only asked what kind 
of weather they had had. This was a very 
harmless hail, and if the report is true, our 
revenue cutter was apparently either misled 
as to the character of the vessels or was 
acting under novel instructiens. If not 
blind, she must have been winking at the 
poachers. What is also very curious, is that 
not-a single arrest during the season just 
closed has yet been reported either by the 
Bear or the Rush, although many, both 
of British and American sealers, were made 
last year. Itis possible, however, that the 
severe fines and confiscations of the past 
two years have checked poaching, and that 
this is the real reason why no encounters 
with illicit sealers have been heard of at 
the Treasury Department. 





England’s war with: Thibet has assumed 
@ new and important phase. Gen. GRAHAM 
has defeated the Thibetans in Jalapla Pass 
and has advanced into their territory. They 
had fortified both the Jalapla and Pember- 
ings Passes by building walls across the 
roads and several hundred yards up the 
hillsides. The lowest wall in the former 
pass was 800 yardsfrom the Kapup Valley ; 
400 yards beyond and higher up was a 
second wall, with a group of tents protected 
by an abatis; 200 yards further up still a 
circular fort stood on an acclivity on the 
right of the road, and near by were more 
tents. Still another wall, about a mile 
long, had been built across the Jalapla 
Pass. Such was the description given by 
the British military papers of the singular 
fortified camp, 3,000 strong, which has now 
been taken at the point of the bayonet by 
Gen. GRAHAM’S troops, 1,800 strong, in- 
flicting on its defenders a loss of 400 in 
killed and wounded. But the continued 
advance of Gen. GRAHAM’S forces, in auda- 
cious disregard of the theory that Thibet 
is “* sacred soil,” is still more important, 
and may indicate a purpose to claim ter- 
ritorial indemnity. To have made this ad- 
vance with his small force in a mountain- 
ous region and far away from his base in- 
dicates no little enterprise on Gen. GRA- 
HAM’S part. 











A NEW REPUBLICAN PLATFORM. 

A “ tariff” bill was yesterday laid before 
the Senate Finance Committee by the sub- 
committee-that has had chargeof the work. 
Its provisions have not been made public,and 
will not be until the full committee shall 
have acted upon it, at least to the extent 
of ordering it to be given out. Meanwhile 
all that the country knows about it, or can 
know, is what has been gleaned from the 
**indiscretions” of the gentlemen who have 
been engaged in the perplexing and thank- 
less task of its preparation. Whatever its 
contents may turn out to be, there are 
several things to be borne in mind in con- 
nection with it. One, and the most obvious 
as well as most important, is that the com- 
mittee was provided beforehand with a 
very emphatic declaration of the prin- 
ciples and a fairly definite declaration of 
the policy of the Republican Party to 
guide their labors. So far as related to the 
tariff proper, there was one plain and un- 
qualified statement made by the Repub- 
lican National Convention, and practical- 
ly only one, which, was that the tariff 
duties should be increased to a point that 
would reduce the revenue by discouraging 
importations. Whether the committee has 
carried out the instructions of the grand 
assembly ofthe party in this regard or not is 
not certainly known. Probably it has not, 
except, perhaps, in the single item of the 
duties on raw wool, which isa matter im- 
portant as to the principle involved, but 
affecting at the most only some three or 
four millions of the revenue. If the com- 
mittee has disregarded the explicit direc- 
tions of the National Convention, an ex- 
planation of why they have done so will be 
in order. The public will certainly wish to 
know whether the convention was right or 
the committee, and if the latter, why the 
convention took the course it did, and how 
the position of the party is affected by the 
change, 

Another thing to be kept in mind in con- 
nection with the appearance ‘of the bill at 
this date, ;when it cannot possibly reach 
the Senate more than a bare month before 
the election, is the cause of this remark- 
able delay. It cannot be explained by any 
alleged necessity of examining the Mills 


bill. That was passed by the House two 


months ago. Its provisions in every essen- 
tial regard have been accurately and ‘fully 
known for at least twice thattime. The 
Republicans of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee have been formally, systematically, 
and steadily investigating the effect of the 
propositions made by the House for some 
six months. They have given,“ hearings” 
to representatives of all the interests from 
which the House proposed to -withdraw a 
small percentage of the favors bestowed by 
the actual tariff. They have been gather- 
ing evidence as to the favorites’ view of the 
evil consequences of such withdrawal. . It 





¢ Heo-Born Time, 
to discover the effect of specific tariff 
reductions on those interests which use 
the taxed articles as materials of manufact- 
ure, or on the workmen whose labor would 
be in greater demand if such materials were 
freed, in whole or in part, from taxation, or 
on the always forgotten consumers, who 
include these and all other workingmen. 
But, then, the Republican purpose being, 
not to serve the general good, but to “ pro- 
tect” special privileged classes,* their in- 
quiry ought to have given them all the 
information they needed to perfect a bill 
long ago. When we know what their bill 
is we shall be able to see whether they have 
dared to answer the appeals that have been 
made to them by the beneficiaries of high 
taxation and to what extent, and if they 
have neglected them, after the Republican 
Convention declared that they should be 
granted, we may be able to explain why 
they have done so. 

Whatever the bill is, we are confident 


-that it has come too late to stem the tide 


that has set in against the Republicans 


‘since theif platform was made and since its 


monstrous folly has been comprehended by 
the people. Any bill that does not increase 
duties or repeal the internal revenue sys- 
tem is a complete abandonment of the plat- 
form. The convention proceeded on the as- 
sumption that this campaign could be won 
on the issue that no reduction in the tariff 
was required, that blind opposition to the 
House bill would enlist the approval of the 
majority of the American people, that ifthe 
revenue was too great it must either be 
squandered or reduced by the repeal of in- 
ternal taxes. Any departure from this 
sweeping declaration of policy and princi- 
ple is a direct condemnation of the position 
deliberately assumed by the highest author- 
ity in the party—its National Convention. If 
that position is to be abandoned, then the 
Republican labors since June are thrown 
away, and in the few weeks remaining an 
entirely new fight must be made. The 
Democratic claim that some reduction is 
demanded is practically conceded. The 
contest becomes not for or-against the Mills 
bill alone, but between that bill and the 
Senate bill. Politically this is what Mr. 
LINCOLN in 1864 described as swapping 
horses while crossing the stream. And, as 
no legislation is expected or is possible at 
this session of Congress, it is purely as a 
new and different platform that the Re- 
publican bill will go to the country. A 
party that changes its platform on the eve 
of an election is not likely to win. 








THE NEXT MAYOR OF THE CITY. 

The people of this city should bear in 
mind the very great importance of the elec- 
tion of Mayor this year. It so happens that 
the Chief Magistrate who will take office on 
the lst of January will have occasion to 
make an unusual number of important ap- 
pointments, and upon the character of 
those appointments will depend very large- 
ly the administration of municipal affairs 
for a period extending far beyond the term 
of the Mayor who will make them. 

The terms of two Police Commissioners 
will expire during the next [two years and 
their successors will hold office for six 
years. It will make a vast difference with 
the efficiency of that important department 
whether these places are to be filled by 
mon selected for their-ability and integrity 
or by the servants of political organiza- 
tions. The head of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works will complete his term next May, 
and his successor will be appointed for six 
years. It is only necessary to recall the 
appointment of RoLiin M. Squire and the 
scandals that accompanied and followed it 
to realize how important it is that the 
selection of the new Commissioner should 
be in the hands of a man who will have re- 
gard only for the interests of the city. The 
next Mayor will also have the selection of 
a Dock Commissioner, a Park Cemmission- 
er, a Health Commissioner, a Fire Com- 
missioner, a Commissioner of Charities 
and Correction, and two members of the 
Board of Taxes and Assessments. The 
change made in the record of the Health 
Department by the appointment of Mr. 
BAYLES t6 succeed Gen. SHALER may be 
taken as an illustration of the difference 
between a political appointment and one 
that has no motive but the good of the pub- 
lic service. Mr. BAYLESs’s term expires on 
the 1st of May next. A month later a new 
Corporation Counsel will have to be ap- 
pointed. The present City Chamberlain 
also goes out of office on the 1st of May 
next. At the same time an entirely new 
Excise Board will have to be chosen by the 
Mayor, and it is possible that it may have a 
new system of laws to administer for the 
regulation of the liquor traffic. During the 
term of the new Mayor four of the Police 
Justices will go out of office, and their suc- 
cessors will hold for terms of ten years. Be- 
sides all this the Mayor appoints each year 
seven members of the Board of Education, 
and in June of next year the Trustees of 
the Brooklyn Bridge will have to be re- 
newed. : 

There has never been a time when so 
much depended on the election of the Mayor 
of this city. Since he has had the sole 
power of appointment placed in his hands 
there has been no such opportunity for its 
exercise as will come in the course of the 
next two years. Several of the officers 
whose successors the next Mayor will ap- 
point with no division of responsibility 
were named at a time when the consent of 
the Board of Aldermen-.was necessary. The 
strongest argument in favor of the present 
mode of appointment was thatthe respon- 
sibility for the character of the municipal 
administration would be concentrated in 
the Mayor, and that consequently the people 
would be induced to choose to that office a 
man capable of exercising that responsibili- 
ty wisely. The-new system will for the first 
time be put.to a full test under the Mayor 
to be chosen in November. If, in view of 
that fact, a mere tool of the politicians who 
control the local organizations is permitted 
to assume the great powers confided to the 
head of the City Government, the system 
will prove g failure, the trust reposed in the 
people of the city will be found to be mis- 
placed, and the cause of honest and efficient 
municipal administration will be almost 
hopelessly set back. 

All this should be kept in mind in consid. 
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Mayoralty and the means by which they 
are to be put in the field. There should be 
at least one candidate who conspicuously 
represents the interests of the people and 
the cause of good government, and that 
candidate should be supported independent 
of all party considerations. The leaders 
and managers of local political organizations 
should be made to realize that they cannot 
parcel out the patronage of the city among 
themselves or use it to promote their pur- 
poses. If the people of New-York are capa- 
ble of self-government they will show it by 
insisting upon a candidate for Mayor who 
owes nothing to any power but that of the 
people themselvés, and is bound by no 
pledges or obligations except those of an 
honest and independent public servant to 
do his whole duty without fear or favor. 


DOLLAR WHEAT AT CHICAGO. 

Last month we pointed out the causes 
which were forcing up the price of wheat, 
and from these predicted that it would sell 
at a dollar a bushel in Chicago this month. 
At the time that was written the price of 
cash wheat there was between 89 and 90 
cents per bushel. It isnow selling ata dol- 
lar, and has been quoted about that figure 
since Saturday. This is the price for the 
ordinary speculative grade, No. 2; the better 
qualities are selling higher. 

While the cash article has been rising 
the December option, or wheat for delivery 
that month, has of course been rising also, 
and at present the speculation is running 
more in that option than any other. On 
Monday it rose from 931, to 96; yesterday 
it opened at 96%, rose to 98%, fell back a 
fraction or so, and closed at 9844—virtually 
the best price of the day. The trading was 
enormous in volnme and the market was 
highly excited all day. It is confidently ex- 
pected that the December option will sell 
well over a dollar before the month is out. 

It is unfortunate that the rise in the price 
of the grain is not due to foreign demand, 
though the experts in the trade say that 
this demand is as sure tocome as that Eu- 
Tropeans must eat bread. To make bread 
they must have wheat, and India and 
Russia are the only exporting countries 
which have a surplus this year, besides our- 
selves. It is the demonstration that our 
own surplus will fall much below previous 
estimates which is putting up the price of 
the grain inthe markets. The thrashing 
returns are generally disappointing. The 
grain is inferior in quality and the quantity 
short. From the returns referred to, dis- 
tricts in Minnesota and Dakota which 
were expected to yield 14 to 20 bushels 
per acre are yielding 10 to 12; thosein 
which 10 were counted on yield 8. In the 
section of the great Dalrymple farm 7 to8 
bushels will be the average yield. 

The leading millers of the West are sup- 
posed to have bought up all the best grades 
of wheat now in the market. Hence, wheat 
is selling higher at Minneapolis and Duluth 
than at Chicago, but this means better 
wheat than the Chicago grade, or at least 
the pick of those grades. At this time last 
year these grades were actually selling be- 
low Chicago prices, the miliers being able 
to keep down the farmers’ prices. The Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis millers have a high 
standard of flour to keep up, hence the 
virtual cornering of the best qualities of 
wheat by them. It is not for speculative 
purposes, but for grinding into flour for 
consumption. 

The slackness of the European demand, 
as compared with, what had been looked 
for, has been due to the expectation that 
by waiting the supplies would increase and 
prices decline. It is becoming apparent that 
this isa mistake. Our exportable surplus 
is diminishing, and Liverpool buyers will be 
disappointed if they counton much wheat 
coming from this side. Wheat on passage 
isreported to show a decline. The next 
thing in order will be a rush of buying 
orders from abroad to fill up depleted stocks, 
and the grain will have to be bought at 
higher than present prices, 














FOR THE RESTRAINT OF RINGS. 

The Tribuneis deeply moved by the al- 
leged failure of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to prepare and report any bill for 
the suppression and prevention of Trusts 
and other combinations. Mr. CRAIN of 
Texas recently offered a resolution direct- 
ing the Judiciary Committee to make such 
a bill. He had reached the conclusion that 
the Ways and Means Committee was un- 
able to do the work, because twelve bills 
aimed at combinations had been sent to 
the committee for consideration since Aug. 
27 and not one of them had been reported. 
As everybody knows, the Zribune, like Mr. 
BLAINE, is a bitter enemy of the tariff- 
sheltered combinations and rings to which 
Mr. BRECKINRIDGP’s bills relate, and the 


-remarks of Mr. CRAIN excite its most virt- 


uous indignation. 

Our high-tariff contemporary and Mr. 
CRAIN seemed to have overlooked the fact 
that the Ways and Means Committee re- 
ported some time ago an elaborate bill for 
the restraint of Trusts and many other 
combinations in trade, commonly called 
the Mills bill. That bill does not provide 
for the punishment of members of Trusts 
and Rings by fine or imprisonment, it is 
true, but it is aimed at their power to exact 
high prices from the people. Is it not the 
chief purpose of a combination to raise 
prices and keep them up by putting an end 
to competition? Can combinations that 
control products affected by tariff duties be 
more effectively attacked than by means of 
legislation that deprives them of their 
power to extort extraordinary profits from 
the people? Senator SHERMAN has said 
that such combinations ‘‘ may and ought to 
be met by a reduction of duties.” Well, 
the Mills bill provides for the use of the 
remedy which he has suggested—a reduc- 
tion of the duties that give them the power 
to rob consumers. 

Take afew examples. The bill would re- 
duce the duty on steel rails from $17 to 
$11. This reduction would strike the Steel- 
Rail Ring. The price of rails was raised 
last year by the Ring to $40 a ton without 
exposing the manufacturers to foreign com- 
petition. But if the duty should be re- 
duced to $11 the price could not be raised 
above $34 with safety. Such a reduction 
might be worth some millions every year 





tion has been enabled by a duty of 80 cents 
a gallon (194 per cent.) to compel the pay- 
ment of an unjust price for its product. 
The bill reduces the duty to 40 cents a gal- 
lon, and would practically reduce the Ring’s 
exactions to that extent. The-Steel-Beam 
Ring, sheltered and assisted by a duty of 
102 per cent., collects a heavy tax directly 
from those who erect buildings, bridges, 
&c., and indirectly from the people. If the 
Mills bill should become a law, the Ring 
would be forced to reduce its prices to the 
level where fair competition would have 
carried them even under the present tariff. 
The Ring that controls the manufacture 
and sale of school slates—whose opera- 
tions the Tribune has described—weuld be 
compelled to take lower prices. The greed 
of the Linseed Oil Trust would be restrained 
by a reduction of the duty from 25 to 15 
cents a gallon. The Jute-Bagging Ring 
could not again double the price of bagging 
almost without warning. The Envelope 
Pool would have less margin for the en- 
hancement of prices. The Lumber Ring of 
the Pacific coast, concerning whose exac- 
tions the Tribune has spoken, would be of 
necessity less oppressive to the people of 
that region, for the threat of competition 
from British Columbia would compel a re- 
duction of the Ring’s price by about $2 per 
thousand. The Standard Oil Trust and the 
Cottonseed Oil Trust are not at present 
aided by the duties on the products which 
they control, but, with due regard for the 
future, the Mills bill would abolish the 
duty of 25 cents a gallon (62 per cent.) on 
cottonseed oil and the duty of 10 per cent. 
on the petroleum of Russia. There are 
many combinations, in addition to those 
already mentioned, whose power to compel 
the payment of unjust prices would be 
greatly decreased if this bill should become 
a law. 

Some time ago, in a lucid interval, the 
Tribune said that these combinations to 
prevent competition in the home market 
were “‘destined to defeat the very object of 
the protective system.” If that be true, the 
Tribune should rejoice at the passage of a 
bill so well calculated to thwart the pur- 
poses of the combinations and restrain their 
greed. We really believe, however, that 
the actual reason for its attack upon the 
Ways and Means Committee is not the com- 
mittee’s alleged failure to report a bill 
against the combinations, but the fact that 
it has reported such a bill and procured its 
passage in the House. 
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THE PANIC IN THE SOUTH. 


It is highly disgraceful that the people of 
four or five States should be thrown into a 
condition of helpiess panic by an epidemic 
disease that has probably not yet numbered 
250 victims in all. A battle in which as 
many men were killed as have died from 
the fever in the South would not be ranked 
in modern warfare as a battle at alland 
scarcely as an “‘engagement.” Yet some 
millions of people appear to have lost their 
heads completely in consequence of this vis- 
itation, and not even in the presence of it, 
for the people of Jacksonville, the only 
town in which the mortality has been se- 
vere, have all along behaved much more 
sanely than the people of Alabama and 
Mississippi, in communities in which not a 
single case of yellow fever has occurred. 
The panic of these people has gone the 
length of entire madness and has led them 
to declare and to enforce non-intercourse 
with the rest of the world. If they could 
and did enforce it thoroughly the result 
would be that, instead of 1 per cent. of 
them at the utmost dying of yellow fever 
before frost put an end to their danger, all 
of them would die of starvation. : 

It is, of course, idle to argue with people 
in such a state of mind. But when they go 
the length of forbidding the passage of 
trains through their territory itis time for 
the Government to take action. Obscure 
as the origin of yellow fever may be, the 
precautions that are necessary to prevent 
its transmission are well known to scien- 
tific physicians. When these precautions 
have been taken with the United States 
mailsitis the duty of the Government to 
see that these mails are carried on all 
routes in spite of the foolish notions which 
a number of ignorant and frightened people 
may have taken into their heads. Traffic is 
virtually suspended throughout the whole of 
Alabama and Mississippi, and the injury 
resulting from this suspension will be both 
more speedy and more severe than would 
any ravages of the pestilence throughout 
both States that experience leads us to re- 
gard as possible. There is no telling 
when this panic will subside. Its subsid- 
ence does not depend upon the disappear- 
ance of its cause, forreally there is no cause 
forit. The few deaths from yellow fever 
in Jackson, where the latest reports declare 
that there are no new deaths, no new cases, 
and that the sick are doing well, form the 





only eccasion for the fright that has taken 


possession of the people. The managers of 
the railways are powerless in the face of a 
hostile population. The President of one 
of the roads telegraphs the state of affairs 
and asks: ‘“‘Can you do anything to pro- 
tect the transportation. of mails?” 

To such a question there can be but one 
respectable answer. The Government 
should on the one hand enforce every san- 
itary precaution with respect to the trans- 
mission of its mails, and on the othershould 
insist upon their transmission, and use all 
the power necessary to bring about that re- 
sult. It is not to be borne that a vague 
fear of a distant pestilence should have the 
effect of reducing whole States to a condi- 
tion of anarchy that is in itself a far worse 
calamity than the coming of the pestilence 
would be. [f the Government protects the 
railways in maintaining communication 
without regard to the crazy fright of the 
mobs that have taken possession of their 
lines it will do more than it could do in any 
other way to bring the people to their 
senses.

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 25.—The music 
festival opened very appropriately this after- 
noon with the Beethoven cantata, “The Praise 
of Music,” the full chorus starting off with a 
grand rush on the invocation, ** Hail! Musio, 
Hail!” The soloists in the cantata were Mra. 
Theodore J. Toedt, Mra, Corinne Moore Lawson 
Mrs. George G. Parker, and Mr. D. M. Babcock 
The performance was very smooth and satis 
factory, the chorus being under the complste 
control of Mr. Zerrahn’s baten. The man’s seaty 
iu the choir were unusually well filled. The 
afternoon was given up to miscellane- 
ous selections, the features of which 
were Babcock’s singing of the Stearn’s aria, 
‘‘ The Hillsof the Lora,” and Miss Ella Kiduey’s 
performance Vieuxtemps’ concertstiick for the 
violin. Miss Kidney is a New-York girl. a na- 
tive of Worcester. This latter facts probably 
accounted for her appearance in the festival 
programme. The other numbers inviuded the 
air of * Salome” from Massenet’s * Herodiade” 
by Mrs. Toedt, the recitative and aria from 
Spohr’s * Faust’ by Mrs. Lawsor, and the 
Beethoven aria ‘“ Penitence” by Mr. Parker. 
All are new to Worcester. The orchestra! aum- 
bers were Hiller’s overture, ‘‘ The §.? tiael,” 
and Meyerbeer’s ‘** Fackeltanz” in B fiat major. 

The evening concert was given up to ‘a per- 
formance of Verdi’s Manzoni requiem, in which 
Mme. Valda, Mme. Clara Poole, Mr. Max Alvary, 
and Mr. Ivan Marowski sang in solos and 
quartets. Marowski, who was reported iil 
yesterday, appeared in fair form. but the in- 
duigence of the audience was craved sfur Mr. 
Alvary by means of printed slips, which stated 
he was suffering from “serious indisposition.” 
Alvary displayed strength and brilliancy of ex- 
ecution, but his voice was at times harsh and not 
altogether pleasing. Mme. Vaida’s voiceand style 
seemed hardly euited to the work, aavoring too 
much of the [talian opera stage.

THE CYCLONE MAY COME TO-DAY. 

The temperature yesterday took another 
drop, bringing up in theevening with a mean 
for the day of 9° below the normal. Daring 
most of the day it kept close around 55° and a 
chilly wind which blew from the northeast at 
the rate of 12 miles an hour was felt the mere 
on aceount of the high humidity, .88. Rain be- 
gan to fall in the early evening. Light rains 


were reported all aleng the Atlantic coast and 
through the lake region. The temperature fell 
materially in the Northwest, but remained sta- 
tionary along the Mississippi and Missour: Val- 
leys, and through the corn-beit district. Un- 
usually high winds were noticed in Dakota, 
Huren sencing a report of 20 miles an hour, 
The high winds were accompanied by a rapidly- 
failing barometer. 

The cyclone a*ticed Monday near the Bermu- 
das has moved up along the coast, and indica- 
tions of its presence were felt off the North 
Carolina coast, reports from that section stating 
that it was central last night east of Hatteras, 
It ia moving northeasterly, and high winds were 
noticed developing along the coast. Last night 
cautionary northeast signals were ordered up at 
Wood’s Holl section, Narragansett section, [el- 
aware Breakwater, Atlantic City, ana Saudy 
Hook. The stormis traveling rapidly, and is 
accompanied by moderately high wind. it is ex- 
pected to pass near this city sometime to-day, as 
the barometer last night continued to fall rapid: 
ly. Itis expected that it will be colder hera 
to-day, with sontinned rain, probably clearing 
up later in the evening.

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POLITICAL CAMPAIGN: 


YHEY ARE TALKING NOW 
OF LOOAL UNION, 

BOTH TAMMANY AND THE COUNTY: DE- 
MOCRACY WILLING TO MAKE SAC- 
RIFICES FOR THE NATIONAL TICKET. 

There can be no doubt that the expecta- 
tion of union is growing in the minds of both 

Tammany and County Democracy men. Each 

side is cenfident that in a straight-out fight it 

could beat the other, but the fear that in a 

straight-out fight between them the national 

ticket would suffer is beginning ‘to make itself 
felt. Both declare inalienable love for that 
ticket and anindisposition to permitit to be 

Hurt. Yet each charges the other with a will- 

ingness to sacrifice it if by its sacrifice the abso- 

lute eontre) of the county effices could be ob- 


tained. There isa person celebrated all over 
the east side whose cry prior to the campaign of 
1884 was “What do we care for the Presidency 
if we get the Sheriff and the County Clerk!” It 
is net uncommon to hear politicians of ‘each 
faction describe their opponents as like unto 
Shorty” Hanover. 

Five days ago not a Tammany man could be 
found who would say a word in favorofa 
uvion with the County Democracy except 
Deputy County Clerk Gilroy. Now there are 
at lenst half a dozen members of the Committee 
on Organization who are earnest in their ad- 
vyooacy of 1t, with a reservation. Their posi- 
tion is best stated in Mr. Gilroy’s own words, 
uttered to a reporter of Tur Times yesterday. 

«There is a possibility,” he said, “of a union 
with the County Democracy on a candidate for 
Mayor. But there is no possibility that Mr. 
Hewitt will be that candidate. Tne matter has 
not been formally discussed by our organiza- 
tion. The only talk about it has been between 
individual members, but from this has come 
into view the fact that seme members are in 
favor of it. For ourselves we would prefer 
straight tickets and a geod fight, and this would 
benefit the national ticket in this city, 
by bringing out a larger vote than would 
otherwise be polled. We have no fear of cut- 
ting and dealing with this big vote. Experience 
has shown that no deals can be made on the na- 
tional ticket. But the trouble is that the spec- 
tacle of a fight among Demoerats in this city 
might disheartea Democrats elsewhere. That’s 
why we are willing to sacrifice eurselves to a 
union on a good fairman, Tammany Hall will 
do anything that will conduce to the benefit of 
the Cleveland ticket.” 

Ex-County Clerk Keenan said last night: I 
hear that; there isa movement toward @ union. 
It need not necessarily be made om Mr. Hewitt. 
He wants te leave the office. For myself, Iam 
in favor of a union, theugh I would like to meet 
Tammany on an epen field. Tammany men 
keep their heads so high they could not be held 
with curb bits. Idont like their attitude, but I 
want to prevent harm from coming to the na- 
tional ticket. These Tammany men have not 
shown much regard for it. We have held three 
mass meetings in its favor. Have they held 
any? Tammany Hall is out of repair, but they 
could have got Cooper Institute for a meeting. 
Things are moving slowly and [ donot know what 
will happen, bat I expecta union, only wecannot 
give iammasy every office on the ticket, as she 
demands.” 

These are sample declarations made by men 
who are high in the councils of their respective 
political organizations, and they may be relied 
on against the mouthings ofgthe twopenny poli- 
ticians of either ractien, who are shouting de- 
tiance at one another. The present indications, 
then, are of union, and of a union that will ena- 
bw My. Hewitt to satisfy his yearning for re- 
tiremert. But how may he be drawn into 
line? Simply by doing that which he 
has asked shall be done—namely, putting a man 
2 the head of the union ticket who will inspire 
betii fastiens with the confidence that he will 
treat both with fairness in the distribution of 
the enormous amount of official patronage the 
next Mayor will have te bestow, and who will 
be able tc say truthfully to Mr. Hewitt that he 
has not pledged himself to either or beth orgar- 
izations, but remains able to select the best man 
of beth to hold ottice. 

Some Tammany men are indignant at Mr. 
Hewits for saying that he would exact a 
deciaration of freedom from factional bonds 
from any candidate that may be nominated. 
They declare that Mr. Hewitt proposes to ask a 
candidate it Reis a thief, and if he refuses to 
answer such a query to assume that he is one, 
and torun against him on that assumption. 
But others are of the opinion that this is strain- 
ing and distorting Mr. Hewitt’s point. In thoir 
opinion he bas been a good Mayor, and is 
earnest In his desire to see to it that the city 
comes to no harm. 80 they are saying: 
Why not let him have his way? ‘It is 
not necessary to have a man pledged whe runs 
tor Mayor. Take a fair man, leave things in his 
hands, and trust to his fairness, Suci @ man 
will be able to satisfy Mr. Hewitt.” 

Several County Democracy men echoed this 
speech last night, and one of the most prominent 
of them said te a reporter of THE TIMgs: ** Sup 
pose we tuke one of Mr. Hewitt’s own appoint- 
ees, say, for instance, Mr, John R. Voorhis. 
Could Na. Hewitt oppose him? Hes selected 
him as Police Commissioner. Tammany men 

know “ummissiouer Voorhis is a fair man. They 
could trast him equally as. we could, although 
he belongs to our organization. Should he be 
taken up as a man to be trusted he could say to 
Mr. Hewitt with truth that he was not vledged, 
aad woald, as Mayor, act for the best interests 
ef the city in selecting geod Democrats to serve 
it. There are other men like Mr. Voorhis.” 

So, it will be seen, the factions seem to be get- 
ting into a mood for the discussion of the appor- 
tionment of the places on the city and county 
ticket. 

The County Committee of the County Demec- 
Tacy met in Cooper Union Jasi evening, presided 
over by Mr. John R. Voorhis. On motion of 
Thowas P. Walsh $1,500 was set.apart for the 
use of the Committee on Naturalization. It 
Was expected that the time and places for 
the helding of the County asd Congres- 
sionai Conventions and for the holding of 
primaries for the election of delegates 
to those conventions would be fixed at 
the meeting, but on motion of Corporation 
Counsel Beekman the duty of fixing them was 
referred toe the Executive Cemmittee. The As- 
sembly District Committees that have been dere- 
lict in paying their dues were called on to pay 
up. Someof them apparently were not repre- 
sented, for no response came from them. Most 
of the others paid up or promised to pay to-day. 
It was discovered that the Twenty-third District 
Cemmittee, of which Police Justice A. J. White 
was Chairman until he bolted last month, had 
not paid dues since 1886. The present members 
of the committee were unwilling to assume the 
debt ef their predecessors. Chairman Voorhis 
smoothed the difticulty over by saying that he 
had no deubt that Justice White, though he 
had erred pohtically, was manly enough to pay 
up the back dues when his attention was called 
to the dereliction. An aged admirer of Judge 
White, who aid not follow him out of the com- 
mittee, said the Chairman was right—" Judge 
White was a manly man.”

THE OUTLOOK IN MICHIGAN. 
The cheering reports about New-York 
which the Democratic State Committee have re- 
eeived are accompanied by equally cheering re- 
ports from Michigan. The Democrats of that 
State are confident of carrying it under the Jead 


of Postmasver-General Don M. Dickinson. Mr. 
Dickinson takes with him to Michigan ex-Sena- 
tor McDonald of Inaiana, Commissioner ef Per- 
sions John ©. Black, and Congressman J. B. 
Weaver. These gentlemen will stump the 
State, Mr. McDonald speaking at Detroit and 
Lansing next week. 

On the other hand the Republieans give eévi- 
dent signs of trepidation. Gea. Russell A. Alger 
came here yesterday and is stepping at the 
Fitth-Avenue. He called atthe National Re- 
publican Headquarters yesterday. ‘and flatly 
told Mr. Clarkson and Senator Fassett, who 
“run” things there while Senator Quay is away, 
that he could givo no money to them, that he 
needed every cent fer hisown State. Headmits 
that the contest is a hard one, but he relies upon 
Mr. Blaine to -pull the Republican Party 
through. Gen. Alger came in_ his private 
tar, and he and Mr. Blaine will 
leave in 16 for Michigan next Sunday. 

Mr. Bleine will bedn Boston en Thursday and 
will stert te New-York the next morning, arriv- 
log here at the Grand Central Station next 
Friday afternoen. Gen. Alger says that Mr. 
Biaine will speak at Detreit Oct. 3, at East Sag- 
inaw Ost. 5,at Grand Rapids Oct. 8, and at 
Ishpeuning, in the upper peainsula, Oct. 10. 
Then Mr. Biaine will go to Milwaukee and Chi- 
cage, and thence to Indiana, ali the time travel- 
ing in Gen. Alger’s private car. 

A friend of Gen. Alger last evening disclosed 
the secret of Mr. Blaine’s upper peninsular trip. 
It seems that the lower peninsula is surely 
Democratie, and has been for some time past, 
but that heretofore the upper peninsular has 
beex Republican by a substantial majority. 
Now serious defections are occurring in the up- 
per peninsula. The miners and lumbermen 
there have discerned that high protection makes 
fortunes for the owners of the great ecom- 
panies, but that when they demand good 
wages they are threatened with an importa- 
tion of cheap foreign laber. They naturally 
foo’t like this state of things and they are 
asricusly thinking of voting for Cleveland 
and Thurman and tariff reform.

CITIZENS DECLARE FOR HEWITT. 

Amid a blaze of fireworks and the boom- 
ing of giant crackers, an American flag, bearing 
the portrait of Abram 8. Hewitt and the inscrip- 
tion, ‘Citizens’ Nomination for Mayor,” was 
last night floated upon an east-side breeze, 
and Mayor Abram S. Hewitt became the candi- 
date of an organization of citizens for re-elec- 
tien, The meeting which preceded this demen- 
stration was an exceedingly short and harmoni- 
ous affair. It was called by the Cleveland and 
Thurman Campaign Club of the Eighth As- 
sembly District and was held at the Harmony 


Rooms, in Essex-street, near Rivington. Al- 
though called as a mass meeting, admission 
was secured only by card, but notwithstanding 
this and the drizzling rain, the large hall was 
filed with an audience of prosperous-looking 
residents of the neighberhood. The politician 
was noticeably conspicuous by his absence. 

Fred W. Diehl, Chairman of the Cleveland and 
Thurman Club, called the meeting to order and 
remarked that when political parties and fac- 
tions fell ont the people got their dues. This was 
not a political weonting. It was a meeting of 
citizens called for the purpose of pwn | 
some politicians that the people wante 
Mayor Hewitt re-elected, and they were 
not going to be hoodwinked or defeated 
in their desires. They would place Mr. 
Hewitt in nomination at this meeting, and then 
they would organize similar meetings of citizens 
independent of the politicians in other parts of 
the city and put him in nomination again at 
those meetings, and then they would organize 
and preceed te re-elect him. The mention of 
Mr. Hewitt’s name was greeted with hearty ap- 
plause. Mr. Diehl concluded his address by 
naming Mr. M. A. Fuerchtenicht for Chairman 
and Mr. William Schnelle for Secretary. The 
Secretary read a list of 52 Vice-Presidents, 
nearly all Germans, who were elected and took 
seats upon the platform. 

Peter Eckerson made a speech vere 
eulogistic of the Mayor and declaring that it 
was demanded of the political organizations of 
the city that they put Abram 8. Hewitt in nomi- 
nation for re-election, and if they failed to do so 
then the people would nominate and elect him. 
He offered the following resolutions: 

Whereas, It behooves the citizens of the city and 
county of New-York to have a Mayor who is fear- 
less, honest, and able to conduct and transact the 
business appertaining to said office, and 

Whereas, The Hon. Abram S. Hewitt has proved 
himself to be a fearless, honest, patriotic, and able 
Mayor, and should be supported by all citizens 
without regard to any party affiliations, 

Resolved, That we, residents and citizens of the 
city and county of New-York, in mass meeting as- 
sembled, do hereby nominate the Hon. Abram 8, 
Hewitt as the people’s candidate for Mayor of the 
city of New-York, and hereby pledge him our votes, 
infinence, and best efforts to haye him re-elected to 
bia present position. 

Resolved, That a committee of five be een to 
confer with other similar meetings that may be 
hereafter held in other parts of the city. 

This was adopted with. it debate and without 
a dissenting voice. The band played “See the 
Conquering Hero Comes,” and then the banner 
was unfurled, and everybody went out into the 
rain to watch the ceremony, assisted by hun- 
dreds of interested spectators from the windows 
of the lofty tenements on each side of the street.

An important meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Democratic State Committee 
was held at the Hoffman House yesterday.

of peace and orderin that vicinity. Gen. Mac-

A MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION. 


FURNITURE AND WORKS OF ART DE- 
STROYED IN AN UP-TOWN DWELLING. 
A curious and so far unexplained accident 
occurred at 15 East Thirty-sixth-street, the resi- 
dence of Henry M. Braham, a wealthy retired 
merchant. At 10o’clock, as the butler, Edwin 
Ducas, who was alone in the house at the time, 
was winding a large clock in the dining room 
he was knocked almost insensible and badly cut 
by a tremendous explosion. As he lay trying 


to collect his faeulties he heard a loud 
rapping at the hall doors, and making the 
best of his way there through the masa of 
proken furniture, china, pate, and works of 
art that ley scattered all about the rooms and 
halls on the first floor, found Policeman Garrety 
of the Thirtieth-street station, who had heard 
the explosion while standing at his post, fully 
two blocks away from the house. 

The officer took Ducas to a neighboring drug 
store, reng for an ambulance, and sent an alarm 
to his station house for more policemen. By 
this time Mr. Braham, who, with his twe nieces, 
Miss Post and Miss Wright, had been at the 
Lyceum Theatre, drove up to the house and 
were completely dumfounded at the wreck 
that ype giro itself to their gaze. Over $3,000 
worth of costly furniture and bric-A-brac lay in 
@ ruined heap along the halls and staircase, and 
the woodwork of the house itself was badly 
damaged. They were absolately at a loss to 
account for the strange occurrance. 

On further examination it was found that the 
massive sliding doors were blown from their 
settings and the richly decorated ceilings badly 
damaged. The balustrades of the staircase 
were torn from their places and thrown a dozen 
feet away, and the huge ebony c!ock door was 
foundin the adjoining room. Ti only theory 
at present is that the explesion was caused by a 
leakage of gas. The butler, however, denies 
striking a match or carrying alight that would 
nave ignited the gas had there been such a leak. 


NO FAITH IN REPUBLIOANISM. 

WatTERLOO, Iowa, Sept. 25.—Four years 
ago and before that James Husted, a prominent 
lawyer ef this city, and William Whitmey, a 
well-to-do Bennington Township farmer, sup- 
perted the Republican Presidential candidate.

The fact will not 
down that each new move ef increased severity 
in support of prohibition makes many Demo- 
cratic votes. In this city there are no less than 
20 representative business and professional 
men, Kepublicans, who will werk in opposition 
to statutory prehibition and the party that 
claims to have instituted it in Iowa.

'WSTATING HIS ATTITUDE TO THE ALLEGED 
CONKLING LETTER. 

Avuausta, Me., Sept. 25.—Under the head- 
ing “‘ Mr. Conkling and Mr. Blaine,” the Kenne- 
bec Journal. will to-merrow publish the fellow- 
ing interview with Mr. Blaine: 

“A representative of this paper called on Mr. 
Blaine at his residenee yesterday to ask if he 
desired to say anything in answer to. the re- 
cently-published letter attributed tothe late 
Senator Conkling. Mr. Blaine’s reply was as 
follows: ‘Nothing could induee me to enter 


into a eontroversy over Mr. Conkling’s grave. 
Daring our joint service in Congress—some 16 
years in all—we had some exasperating contro- 
versies, but I never spoke or wrote a word con- 
cerning him, except publicly, and now that ha 
is dead, my lips are sealed againstevery form of 
criticism or unkind expression, no matter what 
may be the imprudence or the injustice of any 
of his surviving friends.’ 

“Our reporter asked Mr. Blaine, if he had 
noticed thas doubt had been expressed in sev- 
eral papers as to Mr. Conkling being the 
author of the published letter. Mr. Blaine re- 
plied that, of course, he knew nothing about 
that point, but 1t was a great surprise to him 
that such a letter should have been written by 
Mr. Conkling. The dateshows that the letter 
‘was written just six days after the close of an 
ayend gg A gyre debate with Mr. Conk- 
ling, and if Mr. Conkling had intended to say 
anything of the kind he would have been apt to 
say it then and not immediately afterward in a 

rivate letter, whieh was not given to the pub- 

c for 22 years, and not until Mr. Conkling 


fair was notin aceordance with Mr. Conkling’s 
habitual courage in debate. Mr. Blaine was 
then asked by our representative if he had 
anything to say about the charge that he had 
made money out of the recruiting funds in the 
war. He replied that it might with equal 
truth be charged that he had made money oF 
robbing the mails, or by piracy om the hig 
seas. 

“The reporter asked if the whole business of 
the recruiting scandal had not been fully inves- 
tigated in Maine. Never, said Mr. Blaine, was 
&@ subject more thoroughly or mere persistently 
investigated than the recruiting seandals which 
grew up im this State the last year of the war 
in connection with the filling of town quotas 
by what were known as ‘paper credits,’ It 
was investigated by speelal committees of two 
Legislatures, and finally, and most searchingly, 
by a@ public commission compesed of three 
prominent gentlemen, twe of whom were emi- 
nent lawyers and the third a distinguished ofti- 
cer in the late war. One of the lawyers was a 
Democrat of the mest pronounced type. There 
is not a word of evidence, or even a suggestion 
or hint, in any one of the three reports that he 
had any more connection with the matter than 
had Mr. Cenkling or his unwise friend who Poe 
lishes this letter and attributes it tothe dead 
statesman. 

“Mr. Blaine then told how he assisted the 
commission by obtaining for it data from the de- 
partment records at Washington, and then de- 
tailed his own efforts in Congress to stop fraud- 
ulent recruiting, and concluded: ‘It will thus 
be seen that the official record of the State and 
Nation refutes the whole charge.’ Mr. Blaine 
remarked that outside a political campaign he 
would never have noticed the matter and the 
charge would never have been made.

PLEASANT AFFAIR AT THE MANHATTAN 
ATHLETIC CLUB. 

The Manhattan Athletic Club gave a din- 
ner last night at its club rooms en Fifth-avenue 
tothe winners at the late elub meeting, and 
among the invited guests were Morris Davin, 
President of the Gaelic Athletic Association, 
and John Cullanar, manager of its team of Irish 
athletes, who are visiting this country to take 
partin the championship contests.

6 
thought that the attempt to boycott the Man- 
hattan Club was foolish, and the stand taken 
with respect to the Irish guests of the Nation 
was aneminently unfairene. In conclusion he 
said that he had every reason to believe that 
the games of;the NationalAssociation of Amateur 
Athletes of America en Oot, 6 next would be the 
most successful of any ever heid. 

Mr. Davin said that the Gaelic Association 
had no interest in the controversy between the 
rival associations, and Mr. Cullanan told some- 
thing of the efforts tuat haa been made by the 
Amateur Athletic Union to induce his team to 
refuse to take partin the games of Oct. 6. He 
said that the threat that the team would not 
make as much money by adhering to the Na- 
tional Association had no influence in deterring 
them from doing so, as the team would 
rather lose and lose heavily than do any- 
thing unfair or take sides in any partisan 
contest. They had entered for the games of 
October 6 and proposed to’keep te their agree- 
ment. They came te this country to compete 
with the best ef the American athletes, and no 
athlete is worthy of the name who will not dis- 
regard the rule making any one ineligible to 
compete in the gamesof the union who com- 
petes in the games of the association and com- 
petes with the Irish team. This was received 
with great applause. 

Speeches were also made by Dr. E. F. Hoyt, 
J. Purcell of the Olympic Club of San Francisco: 
L. E. Meyers, Mr. Crosby of Chicago; A. F. 
Copeland, and John Frazer, who brought out 
Meyers, and who said that he hoped to produce, 
ere long, the champion 440 yards’ runner.

REOALLING A BANK FAILURE. 


JUSTICE BRADLEY DISCREDITS CASHIER 
BALDWIN’S STORY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 25.—Justice Bradley 
of the United States Supreme Ceurt handed 
down a decision here to-day in the case of Fre- 
linghuysen, Receiver of the defunct Meehanics’ 
National Bank of Newark, against Christopher 
Nugent & Oo. Justice Bradley recalled the fail- 
ure of the bank, the sensation creaied by the 
discovery that of its millions not a penny was 
left, and the remarkable tale related by Osear 


Baldwin, the Cashier of the institution, who 
served a term in State prison. Baldwin insisted 
that Nugent & Co. got the bank’s money and 
that he never profited a cent by his crookedness. 
Justice Bradley to-day discredited the Cashier's 
story, saying that he preferred to believe the 
Nugent & Co. version of their connection with 
the bank’s affairs. The decision cencludes as fol- 
lows: 

‘There must be a decree to dismiss the bill of 
complaint se far as it prays for the establish- 
ment of a trust ex maloficio against the prop- 
erty of the firm of C. Nugent & Co, or of the in- 
dividual partners of the firm, andalso to dismiss 
the cross bill so far as it seeks to have the re- 
spective deeds of assigument executed by Chris- 
to ber and James Nugent as partners and as 
ind viduals declared fraudulent and voia and 
te have the claim of the complajnant entirely 
disallowed; so also to declare the deeds to be 
valid and operative to estabiish and allow 
under the assignments the, claim of the com- 
plainant as a creditor of the Nugents to 
the amount of $1,074,750 17 and the claims 
ef the other erediters to the several amounts 
setup by them respectively; and the decree 
should further provide that the fund remaining 
in the hands of the Receiver and Assignee, 
George B. Jenkinson, afer the payment of 
costs and expenses, be distributed ameng the 
crediters pre rata according to the amount ef 
their claims as stated, and that they be referred 
to a Master to report a schemé of such distribu- 
tion with the ameunt to be paid each creditor. 
The counsel will prepare a decree in aseordance 
with this opinion.”

CHICAGO POLISH CATHOLICS IN OPEN 
REBELLION. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 25.—A local paper says: 
«“ Puere is trouble in the parish of St. Ade}bert’s 
Polish Catholic Church. The Rev. Father John 
Radzlejewski, Pastor of the church, is at swords’ 
points witha large part of his concregation. 
Bix Catholic sovieties, numbering nearly 700 
members, have been excluded from the church 
because they refused to accept resolutions sent 
to tham by thefr priest, with the deraand that 
they be adopted, These provided that each so- 
ciety should be under the control of the Arch- 
bishop and the masagement of the parish priest, 
and that, when present, the priest should pre- 
side. The latter part of this is very obnoxious 
to them, but not so much se as the second arti- 
nie, which provides that the parish priest 
aud his assistants shall be present at all 
elections, aud shall have authority to reject all 
officers elected if deemed unsuitable by: the 
priest, The fina! article gives the priest abso- 
lute power by declaring that no change shall 
bs made ta tae constitution or by-laws without 
bis aanctioa, and winds up by saying that any 
society Which does not accept the threes articles 
is ‘ nw longer a Catholie society.’ 3 

“All tae societies refused to adopt tixe articles, 
aud it 1s under the final clause that they have 
heen excluded from the ehurch. Prominent 
Poles say that it is intended to earry this move- 
ment from church to chureh so as to give the 
viersy compietes control of all Catholic secieties 
aud their finanges, but the people of St. Adel- 
pertv’s propose to nipitin the bud. They have 
neifrtvned both their priest and Archbishop 
Foshan to receive them baek into the church, 
pit the former refases te accede to their ro- 
quest unless they give him the demanded power, 
und the Arehbishop has net yet replied to their 
petition. A largely-attended mess meeting was 
hela laat evening, at which it Was decided to 
form & sosiety aud decide upon a line of action 
# the Arcbbishes is not heard frem sovn.”

This little girl said she wanted 
to be a Mormon and that her mother in Holland 
had causented to her accompanying the van 
Liabens Her parents, who are also in the 
party, ace going to Ogden, Utah. :

WHEAT STILL GOING UP 


DECEMBER REACHES THE 
AIGHEST POINT. 

{iT ADVANCES 2 CENTS A BUSHEL AND 

SELLS FOR $1 05—HOW THE RAISE 


IN FLOUR AFFECTS THE -POOR. 


Wheat shot along rapidly yesterday en | 


Itsupward flight. The highest point yet reached 
was scored. December got up to $1 05, figures 
calculated to take all the pride out of Chicago’s 
dollar wheat sensation. All was excitement on 
the Produce Exchange. The wheat pit all day 
long was in an intense state of activity. Is has 
been many a day since the interest in the fluc- 
tuations of this commodity was so widespread, 
ané only rarely has it given better illustrations 
of its power in swaying the busiuess world. All 
advices, forsign and domestic, continued of the 
strongest bullish character. 

The «tory of the day’s work in figures was as 
follows: December opened well up and sold up te 
$1 O4and $1 05. Along toward the close of the 
Exchange it settled down to $1 047g and closed at 
those figures. This was aclean gain of 2 cents 
over Monday night's closing figures which were 
$1 027%. May, the next month in order of inter- 
est, sold up to $1 08 and then to $1 09%3, which 
was the highest. Itclosed at $1 0914, having 
gained 24g cents over the closing price on the 
preceding day. Cash wheat, or what is termed 
No. 2 Red, sold at $1 02. It was bought bya 
firm that is said to be stering it, having full con- 
fidenoe in the natural conditions that have sent 


the market up. Seme No. 2 Chicago Spring 
wheat was also soldat $1 02. This was to a ro- 
ceiver. The trading in eptions reached about 
16,000,000 bushels, speculative business, of 
course, being paramount. 

Corn, too, was very active, after having been 
depressed for some time, The trading amounrt- 
ed to 2,700,000 bushels in round numbers. The 
active months are October, November, and De- 
cember. October reached 5233,a gainof 1% 
cents over the preceding day. November sol 
up te 5233, or 21g over the closing price on the 
preceding day. December soki up to 51%, a 
gain of 233 over the preceding night. 

The conditions that caused the advance yes- 
terday are but the outcome of the natural cen- 
ditions that exist in the wheat market all over 
the world, Speculative interesta were at work 
in a very lively way in Chicago according to the 
talk of many of the brokers. But ever those 
who talked the loudest about manipulations 
having so much to do with prevailing prices 
were equally tirm in their belief that wheat was 
bound to continues very strong. 

The excitement on the Exchange was of a 
very contagious type. It spread throughout 
the commercial centres and reached the masses 
outside, because flour, following the natural 
laws of trade, is going steadily up in sympathy 
with wheat. In consequence it affects the gro- 
very biile of every family, from the richest to the 
poorest. Flour went up from 10 te 15 cents per 
barrel yesterday. The hichest Minnesota patent 
flours sold at $6 25 per barrel, and $6 40, and 
even $6 5018 now asked. City mills flour seld 
at $5 to $5 10. Never since the time Keene 
thought that he had acerneren wheat has 
Wall-street taken so active an interest’ in the 
produce market. In the brokers’ offices yester- 
day more exsitement was occasioned by tho 
news that wheat had advanced 4 or even 44 of 
2 cent than the announcement of the rise or fall 
of a full point in any of the stocks, 

* Old Hutch” was commonly credited yester- 
day with manipulating the market in Chicago 
in company with a clique, of which he is the 
leader. That be was twisting the shorts was a 
popular opinion. He was also credited with 
buying a great dealof corn. The exporters on 
the Produce Exchange were, of course, doing 
nothing. No. 1 hard, which is the prinoipal ex- 
port grade, was away up out of sight as far as 
as they were concerned. Mr. McIntyre of 
MelIntyre & Ward said: * This condition of af- 
fairs shows that Englishmen can wait better 
than wecaa. Russia is now selling them all her 
surplus at a price 4 or 5 cents below us. No. 
1 hard Spring wheat has advanced in the New- 
York market within the last two months from 
80 cents to $1 14, which was the lust rise. 
There is really no price for it now. It is all in 
the millers’ hands, except 100,000 bushels 
owned by one party, and thatis held for West- 
ern account. The Western market on Ne. 1 
hard is 20 cents above the shipping point.” 

Mr. McIntyre does not think tuat wheat will 
Zo up very much from natural 6auses until some 
ot it is exported from this country, and none of 
it ig going now. The scale of prices is inverted 
just now. At Duluthit is highest, where it ought 
to ve cheapest because it is the point of supply. 
Then, Chicago is 10 cents under Duluth, New- 
York is 8 cents under Chicago, and Liverpool is 
the lowest and 4 cents under New-York. ‘The 
eommon opinion among the exporters is that 
Europe is playing a waiting game as far as this 
country is concerned. One member of the Ex- 
change is talking about bringing Duluth wheat 
shipped to xiverpool back te this country, as 
some of the cotton men did when the August 
cotton corner was in force. 

The French situation on the wheat question 
ig rather peculiar. The people there, accerding 
to the representative of a Freuch house, are 
talking bullish but doing little business. If the 
last Government report is correct, France has a 
shortage that will take 80,000,000 bushels to 
supply, especially if it is true that the yield is 6 
per cent. lighterin quality than it was last year. 
“The queer thing about France,” said the 
broker, ‘is that she bays so jittie when she is 
apparently in need of so much.” 

An investigation yesterday among the mod- 
est traders and bakers in those parts ofthe city 
where the most ilmpoverished- classes have 
their habitations resulted in showing that dis- 
tress has actually begun as a result of the in- 
creased prices ef flour. An aged woman went 
into alittle store on East Broadway yesterday 
afternoon to purchase some flour. She had 
been accustomed to purchasing a bag ef medi- 
um-grade flour, weighing 24145 pounds, for 80 
eents. She ordered a bag and laid 80 eents on 
the counter. The German told her that the 
price was new 85 cents, and that she must pay 
vhe additional 5 cents. The woman protested 
that 80 cents was allthe wonty she had and 
taat she must_have the flour at that price as 
there was no more bread in the house. The pro- 
prietor was ekdurate, and the result was that 
the woman purchased two 34)-peund packages, 
the fermer charge for each vf which was 11 
cents, at 13 cents per package. 

One smalliealer stated that he had always 
tried to supply his custemers, poor as they were, 
‘with a really good grade of flour. A fow months 
ago he had been ablisto sell a harrei of flour, 
dealt on§ in small packages, at $6 25. At the 
present time it cest him exactly that price for 
every barrel he bought. He knew, he said, that 
his customers could not afford to pay a penny 
more than they Were now paying, aud he would, 
therefore, be compelled to purchase cheaper 
grades of flour in order to make a profit. Nearly 
all of the little store keepers on the east side 
alse seli quantities of bakers’ bread, and there 
is much complaint that the loaves are being made 
smaller, and that poor fleur 1s used in their com- 
position. 

Among the bakers themselves there is a great 
deal of grumbling about the advance. hen 
«vod floar is cheap, they say,,they car make 
good bread of full size and weight and sell it at 
a profit. The low prices ef the past few years 
have enabled them to supply a really goed 
article, and their customers have been perfectly 
satisfied. As it is now, however, they have been 
compelled to abandon the use of the higher 
grades of flour, the result of which has been 
dissatisfaction and complaint. But there was 
no alternative excepting te; increase the price 
of bread per loaf or te decrease the size of the 
loaves. LKither, 1t was thought, weuld create 
even more dissatisfaction than the substitution 
ef flour of medium quality for thatef better 
erades, Still, some ef the bakers believed that 
if another advance in the price of all grades of 
flour should occur they would be compelled to 
inorease the price of the five-cent leaves to 6 
cents and that of the ten-cent loaves to12 
cents. They are pow eompelled to pay $6 50 
and $6 75 per barrel for the best fleur, as com- 
pared with $5 25 and $5 50 a yearago. When 
it is considered that the bakers have made no 
increase in the price of their products to their 
customers, netwithstanding the advance, it will 
be apparent that the additional ameuat they 
have paid the wholesaler represents just so 
much clear loss. They have, therefore, felt the 
increase very keenly, and are very much dis- 
turbed as to future developments. Even the 
medium grades, which the bakers have sub- 
stituted for the better article formerly used, 
have increased 75 cents per barrel over the 
rates in vogue six months ago, and they com- 
plain that they lese a proportion of their accus- 
tomed profits, no matter what grades of flour 
they use. 

Among all of the moderate traders and bakers 
with smali establishments a great dealof appre- 
hensiou exists. Beth traders and bakers are 
afraid to purchase more flour than they need 
from day to day, lest the priee should again de- 
cline and give their competitors an advantage 
over them in the selling price to customers and 
thus destroy their trade er compel them co sell 
utaioss. In the meantime the poorer pated 
are complaining bitterly about being compelled 
to pay afew more of thelr scanty pennies for 
the staple article of their frugal boards.

bullish as ever. Everybody appears to be bank- 
ing on the crop shortage. Statistician Dodge’s 
latest estimate of the annual wheat crop puts it 
about 398,000,000 measured bushels, and on the 
Board of e@, conservative members’ esti- 
mates ran from 380,000,000 to 400,000,000 
bushels. Last year’s crop was 456,000,000 
measured busiela, or 440,000,000 bushels b 
weight. The pee, Ragged 1886 is recorded at 457,- 
000,000, and if the present crop makes out 
400,000,000 bushels it will be smaller than those 
of eight eut of the last ten years. In 1881 it 
‘was 380,000,000 bushels and in 1885 357,000,- 
000 bushels. In 1878, 1879, 1880, 1882, 1883 
1884, 1886, and 1887 it exceeded 400,000,000 
bushels." In 1882 it .was 510,000,000 bushels 
and in 1884 513,000,000 bushels. In 1878 and 
1883 420,000,000, bushels was the record, and 
the other creps fell between these estimates. 

But, added to the shortage in quantity, must 
be eonsidered a great falling off in quality. 
Some reports from the Northwest have gone so 
far as to put the wheat crop at only three- 
eizghths of am average — An experienced 
commercial reporter, whe has just returned 
from a trip through the Northwest, says that 
the yield per acre in many localities will not 
exceed eight bushels, and that, taking ali things 
into consideration, he believes that there will 
be a falling off of three-cighths, and perhaps 
even more in this year’s crop. The poor quality 
of the yield is shown by the sudden jumpin 
Duluth quotations, a pretty good evidence that 
dealers there expeet the wheat to grade badly. 

The corn crep promises to be the largest ever 
harvested. Last year it was 1,456,000,000 bush- 
els. In'1885 it was 1,936,000,000 bushels. In 
1881it got down to 1,195,000,000 bushels, but 
since that year it has regularly been above 
1,500,000,000, exeept last year. The latest 
estimates on the present crop put the figures at 
about 2,015,000,000 bushels, 


THE NEW CUSIOM HOOSE. 


AN EFFORT BEING MADE TO SECURE 
THE SELECTION OF THE BEST SITE. 
Early in the present session of Congress a 

bill was introduced into the House of Repre- 

sentatives by the Hon. 8. 8,.Cox and passed 
appropriating $1,500,0U0 for the purchase ofa 
site and erection of a new Appraiser’s Stores 

Department, or the purehase simply of a site 

for a new Custom House and Appraiser’s stores, 

leaving it for further legislation to provide 
ways and means ef erecting the two latter 
buildings. The location of the sites was left 

to the Secretary of the Treasury, and, belug im- 

pressed with the importance ef the measure to 


New-York City and the inadequacy of the sum 
named for its carrying out, the Produce Ex- 
change appointed their President, A. E. Orr; 
their Vice-President, Mr. Burke, and theirSecre- 
tary, Mr. White, a cemmittee to visit Washing- 
ton to ask fora larger rip Aaa sie naga and that 
the site chosen should be the blocks bounded by 
Bowling Green, the Battery, and Whitehall- 
street. , 

First finding out that the views of the New- 
York Custom House autnorities coincided with 
those of the Exchange as to the desirability of 
this location, which isin close proximity to the 
water front, the Barge Office, and the new Army 
and Navy Building, the committee went to the 
capital, and after severa) interviews with Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Secretary Fairchild, Senators 
Evarts and Spooner, and Congressmen Cox and 
Felix and Timothy Campbell, asked for an 
amendment of the House bill by the Senate 
Committee on Public Grounds and Buildings, 
increasing the appropriation to $3,000,000, and 
adding a condemnation clause to enable the 
Government to secure the preperty desired. 
Tne Senate committee amended the Dill as 
requested, and it was passed by the Sen- 
ate, but the House rejected it, and a 
conference committee was appointed. This 
committee compromised on a two-millien-dollar 
appropriation, and a bill to that effect passed 
Congress and received President Cleveland's 
signature a week ago. The “Produce Exchange 
thereupon sent a communication to Secretary 
Fairchild requesting him to locate the site for 
the new Custom House and steres somewhere 
south of Liberty-street, giving preference to the 
property bounded by State and Whitehall 
streets and Bowling Green. They also sent a 
circular letter to the officials of the Chamber of 
Commeree, Stoek, Cotton, Consolidated, Mari- 
time, and Coffee Exchanges, and the principal 
financial institutions of the city, informing 
them of their action, and requesting them to 
adopt a similar course of procedure, 

Mr. Orr is now getiing answers to this cireu- 
lar letter, most of them agreeing with the Proa- 
uce Exchange views. The only objection heard 
to the proposed location thus far is that it will 
be too far away from many of the foreign 
steamer docks, but Mr. Orr says that if Sur- 
veyer Beattie’s suggestion to bave a steam 
lighter service in the harior that will visit all 
docks twice a day and bring all sample pack- 
ages to the Barge Offiee dock be adopted it will 
wipe this objection out completely. The idea of 
the Produce Exchange people in procuring and 
forwarding to Mr. Fairchild an expression of 
the financial and commercial public’s opinion as 
to the locatien of these proposed Federal build- 
ings is to enable him to arrive at a decision 
vased upon the very best public judgment, and 
they have httle doubt but that he will be con- 
trolled by such judgment.

A LOSS TO THE FRBENOH LINE. 


MR. LOUIS DE BEBIAN RESIGNS HS 
POSITION AS AGENT. 

Mr. Louis de Bébian,. who for 13 years 

has been the New-York agent of La Compagnie 

Générale Transatlantique, the French line of 


| Steamers plying between this city and Havre, 


has resigned his pesition. 

The anneuncement will be as sincerely regret- 
ted by the multitude of people who have crossed 
the ocean on the luxurious boats of the Frenoh 
Line asitis by the managers of the company, 
who fer weeks persistently refused to accept 
his resignation and at last agreed to do so only 
on condition that he should hereafter remain 
with the company as honorary agent. His suc- 
cessor, Mr. Forget, who is now the company’s 
agent in London, will arrive some time in Octo- 


ber. Mr. de Bébian will coatinue in his duties 
at the office till his successor shall have become 
thoroughly acquainted with the local business. 
Mr. de Béblan says he has no plans for any 
other pusiness veunture in particular. He is 
President ef the Christopher-Street and Tenth- 
Street Railroad, and is a Director-in various 
insuranee and gas companies, &c., besides hav- 
ing extensive real estate interests, so that he 
will find it easy to keep employed. 

The retirement of Mr. de Bébian from active 
participation in the shipping business is like 
the removal of an eld landmark that bas en- 
joyed a reputation and a piacein the hearts of 
the peeple. Though a native of the West Indies 
he has been engaged in the shipping business ia 
New-York for 40 years, during which time, he 
says, be has not had avaeation. For the 13 
years that he has so efticiently served the 
French Company he has occupied the same 
ottice, and has attended to the interests of the 
company as if they were his own, and has 
watched over their ships as if they were his 
children. Notaship arrived or sailed but he 
Was on the deck in the foremost lime to greet 
her and her officers. As a steamship manager 
he has never had asuperior in this city, past 
er present. 

When he took the agency, in October, 1875, 
the business of the company was in a deplora- 
ble condition. Since that time he has so wisely 
used the varied resources at his command that 
the velume of traffic is now fivefold what it was 
then. The old boats have been replaced one by 
one with magnificent specimens of the ship- 
builder’s art. That the French boats are 
now among the most popular that sail 
from New- York is due selely to Mr. de Bébian’s 
energy, sagacity, tact, and courtesy. That to 
give the utmost consideration to the convenience 
and comfort of the passengers was to guard the 
interests of the cempany scrupulously was a 
principle that he adopted early and never 
abandoned. 

An excellent example of his energy was 
given 10 or 12 years ago, when the company’s 
steamer L’Amérique was driven ashore at Long 
Branch during a January gale ot a ienal 
violence.

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FOUND DEAD IN HIS ROOM 


THE SUICIDE OF OQASHIER 
OHARLES N. DODGE. 

HE WAS EMPLOYED BY SHIPMAN, BAR- 
LOW, LAROCQUE & CHOATE, AND IS 
BELIEVED TO HAVE BEEN INSANE. 

Charles N. Dodge, for 12 years the trusted 
cashier for the law firm of Shipman, Barlow, 
Larocque & Choate,committed suicide yesterday 
at his home in Clifton, Staten Island. There 
were at once theories advanced that Mr. Dodge 
had been implicated in James E. Bedell’s for- 
geries, and that rather than faee inevitable pun- 
ishment he had taken his own life. This view 
of Mr. Dodge’s death the members of the tirm 
did everything in their power to dispel, assert- 
ing with the utmost emphasis that they had 
every reason to believe their cashier’s accounts 
were absolutely cerrect and that the reason of 
his suicide was temporary insanity, caused by 
overwork, 

Mr. Dodge’s@eskin the suite of offices ocou- 
pied by his employers was very near the one 
used by Bedell. As cashier the fermer was 
in the habit of taking the cheeks presented by 
the latter and signing them, believing them to be 
correct in every particular. When the discovery 
of Bedell’s felonious transactions was made Mr. 
Dodge was called upon to make a strict examina- 
tien of his associate’s books. Te this work he 
apparently went with a will, and after several 
days of intense labor placed tne total amount of 
Bédell’s stealings. But this was not ali he was 


obliged todo. Practically unassisted, he exam- 
ined all the business accounts of the firm. 
Occasionally he came across entries in his own 
accounts which he thought demanded some ex- 
planation, and with these ‘he would often spend 
much time with oex-Judge Shipman, making 
statements concerning them that the latter 
deemed satisfactory. Frequently he expressed 
his wonder at Bedell’s wrong-deings and dis- 
played the keenest sense of dread lest he should 
be suspected of having aided his fellow-em- 
ploye. £o anxious did Mr. Dodge become that 
his employers were frequently called upon to 
reassure him that they entertained no such sus- 
picions—on the contrary, they placed the most 
implicit trust in him. Monday night he returned 
to his modest little home in Tompkins-avenue, 
Clifton, Staten Island, and greeted his wife and 
three children with the affection he usually dis- 
played. The burden of his conversation during 
the evening was concerning his work 1n straight- 
ening out the firms books—an almost endless 
task he feared. He expressed himselt as feeling 
very weary and retired early, going toa room 
which he oceupied alone in the secoad story at 
the rear of the house. 

Mrs. Dodge fer some time past has slept ina 
room with her youngest child, so knows nothing 
of what ovcurred in her husband’s room dur- 
ing the night. Early in the morning her mother 
heard a cough from the rear reom, but, knowing 
that Mr. Dodge wasa sufferer from a nervous 
affection of the throat, paid no attention to it. 
The family was in the habit of arising early, 
but Mrs. Dodge neglected to call her busband 
until breakfast had been prepared. At about 
7:30 o’clock she tried the knob of his door, but 
found that the bolt had been shot. She called 
to Mr. Dodge, but received no response, and, by 
this time distinguishing a strong odor of gas, 
beeame very much alarmed, and with help 
burst in the door. The cause of her husband’s 
silence was. only too evident. Uncloched, be- 
neath the bed covers, he was lying dead. The 
room was so filled with gas that Mrs. Dodge 
Was nearly overcome by it. Windows were 
thrown open, and an attempt was made to re- 
store Mr. Dodge, but without avail. Befere 
he retired he had turned the cock of ‘the 
gas jet full on,and then had quietly gone to 
sleep. His death must have been eee. 
paihless. Coroner Hughes was summoned, and, 
with the assistance of a policeman from the 
Stapleton station, impaneled ajury. The body 
and its surroundings were viewed, and then an 
adjournment was made until to-night, when the 
inquest will be held. An attempt was made by 
the Coroner to obtain a deposition from Mra. 
Dodge during the afternoon, but the latter was 
80 prostrated that she was unable to see him. 
The funeral arrangements will not be completed 
until a brotaer of Mrs. Dodge arrives to assist 
her. The burial will be, it is thought, to-mor- 
row in Staten Island. 

The news of the suicide was hrought te the 
offices of the firm by one of Mrs. Dodge’s neigh- 
bers. The first question asked was whether 
there had besn any letter left by Mr. Dodge ex- 
plaining the reasons for his deed, but none was 
found, and then all sorts of sonjectures were 
made as to his probable reasons. Finally ex- 
Judge Shipman came down to his office. hen 
toid of his Cashier’s death he was very much 
affected. He at once ridiculed any idea that Mr. 
Dodge had committed suicide because of fear, 
declaring itto be his belief that the intense 
strain of the last few days had resulted in in- 
sanity, and that to it was due his suicide. Mr. 
Shipman did not know, he said, that Mr. Dodge 
and Bedell were intimate, though he declared 
he scarcely understood how it could be other- 
wise, as they had been associated in the firm’s 
business for so long. When he was asked by 
whom the books of the firm had been examined 
Mr. Shipman said that Mr. Dodge had done 
most of the work. There was no expert ac- 
countant that he knew of wie had been em- 
ployed to make an investigation. The firm, he 
said, had implicit eontidence in Mr. Dodge’s hon- 
esty, and there was no reason to expect that 
there was anything the matter with his ac- 
counts. 

Notwithstanding this contidence in the hon- 
esty of the firm’s Cashier there will be an- in- 
vestigation of the books. This wiil be dome as 
soon asis practicable. Mr. Dodge led a ver 
quiet life, enjeying the society of his family, it 
is said, above aught else. His wife and children 
attended St. John’s Episcopal Charch at Clifton, 
but Mr. Dodge was nota churchgoer. He was 
@ member of the old St. George's Cricket Club, 
and had the reputation of being one of the best 
cricketers in this country. He frequently 
passed the long Summer afternoons in practice. 
He seldom remained inthe city over night—in 
tact, he had the reputation at Clifton, where he 
has lived for several years, of being a staia, 
settled-down man ef 45 years. Mrs. Dodge re- 
eeived a messenger from Mr. Shipman in the 
afternoon, assuring her of the deep regret with 
which he had heard of her husband’s death and 
begging her to believe that he regarded him as 
above suspicion of having been concerned in any 
dishonest dealings. ¢ 

It was not deemed advisable by the police to 
acquaint Bedell with the death of Mr. Dodge 
until Jate in the afterneen. When he was told 
1t he ee much sorrew. Bedeliis kept a 
prisoner in the Old-Slip station, no one having 
access te him save upon authorization from 
Inspector Byrnes, He is described as being ex- 
tremely nervous over his prospects of punish- 
went. The police are busily engaged still in in- 
vestigating his story of how he lost money most 
heavily in policy playing and have considerable 
reason to believe his story to be in a great meas- 
ure false, None of Bedell’s friends acknowledge 
that Mr. Dodge was in any sense an intimate 
companion ef the former outside of the law of- 
fice in which they were both employed. 





HE GOT ONE SHOT AT THEM. 

The residence of James Hannon, on the 
Bull’s Ferry road in North Bergen, was entered 
by burglars ata late hour Monday night. Mr. 
Hannon was away from his home on business, 
and his brother-in-law, James Lynch, consented 
te remain in the heuse during his absence. Mug- 
gie Ahrens, & sefvant, heard footsteps and whis- 
ros voices down stairs and aroused Mr. 

yuch. He went down stairs, revolver in hand, 
and discovered two men ransacking the dining 
reom. Before the burglars discovered his pres- 
ence he fired ashot. Both men escaped through 
a window, but one of them was probably hit by 
the bullet, as blood stains were feund on the 
road leading to Bull’s Ferry.

IVES WINS A VIOTORY. 


THE SUIT IN CINCINNATI THROWN OUT 
OF COURT. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 25.—The prosecution 
suffered a complete defeat in the Ives-Stayner 
trial Judge Shroder to-day sustained the mo- 
tion to direct the jury to retura a verdict of not 
guilty as to both defendants, and this done 
Mr. Ives and Mr. Stayner left the ceurt room 
fully acquitted and without being called upon 
to make a defense. The indictment was held to 
be faulty in charging the embezzlement of a cer- 
tificate of stock when the thing which the pros- 
ecution desired to prove as having been embez- 
zied was the stock which, when it passed into 
the possession of the defendants, was repre- 
sented by this certificate. But the principal 
ground upon which the motion of the defendant 
was granted was that no offense had been 
proved te have beer committed in Ohio. The 
same findings, however, which led the court to 
the conclusion that no crime was committed 
here would probably have prompted a similar 
decision had the question been whether a crime 
was committed in New-York. 

The point of fatul weakness in the State’s case 
was in the failure to show that the defendants 
parted with the title to the stock and obtained 
@ loan en 1t Witaout authority. It was incident- 
ally shewnin the cross-examination of one of 
the witnesses fer the presecutien that some sort 
of a resolution was furnished to Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co.' which purported to authorize the ebtaining 
of the loan. This resolution was probably 
passed by the Executive Committee, which had 
full power to take such action. The committee 
consisted of Mr. Ives, Mr. Stayner, General 
Manager Waite, and a Mr. Phillips, who is said 
to be now in Europe. Mr. Waite was not present 
at any meeting at which such a reseiution was 
adopted, but the three other members would have 
constituted a quorum, and Mr. Ives and Mr, 
Stayner would have constituted a majority, and 
their action’ would have been legal. The prose- 
cution therefore did net dare to go. into the 
matter of the resolution, and, under the ruling 
of the court, the defense did not need to bring 
it out, for in the absence of proof of any kind 
the presumption would be that the proceeding 
Was regular. 

It therefore appears thatif Mr. Ives and Mr. 
Stayner were guilty of an embezzlement of a 
million dollars’ worth of stock, as charged, they 
legalized what they had done by their own 
action in cemmittee, and cannot be successfully 
calle@ to account for itin any court. In an in- 
terview following tke decision Mr. Ives spoke 
of the ability displayed by the court during the 
trial, and mentioned that the court based its 
decision upon a peint which was clearly in his 
favor, but which was not thought of atall by 
his atternheys, and there were sixof them. He 
said he was satisfied, hut would hae preferred 
to have presented his side of the ease and left it 
to the jury. He was overruledin that matter 
by his counsel. As tothe Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayten people who instituted the proseocu- 
tion, he said they had always disagreed with 
him, and he supposed they always would. He 
has no intention of bringing damage suits 
against any of them. Mr. Ives said he would 
leave here for New-York to-morrow. Mr. Wood- 
ruff started to-day, having been infarmed by the 

rosecution that he would not be wanted here, 

e was jointly indicted with Mr. Ives and Mr. 
Stayner.

THE BROOKLYN BUREAU MAKES A 
GOOD REPORT FOR THE YEAR. 

‘For the sake of the poor, do not give 
money to street beggars,” is a maxim of life to 
all organizations such as are known as “ associat- 
ed charities.” Its justice and wisdomis proved 
anew by the annual report of the Brooklyn Bu- 
reau of Charities. 

The case of the father and mother who get 
their money by begging and spent it in nightly 
carousals and drankenness and the case of the 
17-year-old girl who preferred begging to the 
work offered her are only instances of such 
thriftlessness as is commoniy known to all 
whose business is charity. An office of general 
inquiry, to which citizens are invited to send 
applicants for relief, has been open every night 
till 10 o’clock since Dec. 15 last. The only con- 
dition imposed upon the applicant is a promise 
to go te the woodyard or workroom next day 
and work for what they have received. Only 
95 ypoenene applied at the office for aid and only 
16 kept their promise of going to work. An- 
ether fact, though it may have less significance, 
is that of the 1,993 cases of alleged want ex- 
a information has been obtained in only 

v ° 

As evidence of the practical geod done by the 
bureau these statistics are interesting: Two 
thousand an@ ninety-two persens have been em- 
ployed in the various industrial agencies of 
the bureau a totalof 14,163 days’ work. The 
number of cases dealt with in all departments 
was 3,680, of which 385 have become self-sup- 
porting. According to Edward Atkinson’s 
method of estimate this represents a financial 
gain of $150,000 to the community. To women 
there have been furnished 3.412 nights’ lodg- 
ings. At the woodyard during the Winter 25 
to 33 men were employed daily, a greater num- 
ber than ever before, and the department prom- 
ises to become self-sustaining. The total re- 
ceipts of the bureau have been $9,600 for the 
year and the disbursements $8,979. <A lodging 
louse for women and a day nursery for chil- 
dren of working parents have been instituted 
and successfully conducted this year. The 
dispesition to work for one’s self is the passport 
that admits every applicant to the laundry and 
training schoo], the woodyard, the general 
workreom, the lodging house, and the nursery. 





LE GRANGE BROWN’S PIOTURES. 
Ever since Le Grange Brown was arrested 
in Brooklyn a week ago for having in his posses- 
sion objectionable photographs of young girls 
the fathers and brothera of some of the most 


fashienable young ladies in the eity have been 
beseaching the authorities to let them see the 
500 and odd photographs found in the prison- 
er’s room. They were alarmed at Brown’s beast 
that his sitters were residents of Breoklyn. His 
denial on the witness stand of the truth of this 
statement was not believed, for he had been 
busy fer over two years in taking photographs 
of young girls at their homes. Some of 
them were attired in fancy and masquerade 
costumes and called Brown in that they mfzht 
get mementoes of some social event. But it 
has since been discovered that Brown took the 
heafis of these negatives, placed them on the 
nude bodies of other negatives, and so obtained 
@ picture waich would ruin the reputation of 
any respectable young girl. It was one of 
these which he was exhibiting te a crowd of 
admirers in a saloon when he was arrested. 
The 500 pictures are under lock and key and 
will be shown to no one. 





THE OANADIAN FISHERIES. 
Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 25.—The annual 
report of the Fisheries Department here for 1887, 
which has only been issued within the past few 
days, shows that the British Columbia sealing 


catch fell offin value from $389,000 to $236,000 
as compared with 1886. Last year there were 
27 vessels, aggregating 1,529 tons, and giving 
employment to 468 men engaged in the sealing 
fleet of this province. The lotal number of seals 
taken by the fleot and by Indians was 38,800, 
valued at $236,000. Of the tetal catch, to the 
value of $152,012, or 64 per cent., was taken in 
Behring Sea, while of these killed ou the Brit- 
ish Celumbian aad Oregon coast the value 
reached $84,588. Of the value of seals taken in 
Behring sea in violation of fishery regulations, 
161g per cent. were seized and confiscated.

HOW INSURANCE MEN f£2#- 
GUARD YLDLLOW FEVER. 
THEIR LOSSES DURING EPIDEMICS IN 
"Itz SOUTH VERY SMALL—TYPHOID 

FEVER MORE TO BE FEARED. 

Tho ravages of yellow fever hive hit the 
insurance companies who do bduéiness in the 
Sonth Very lightly so far, nor do they expect 
extracrdizary losses from this caxse. From 
their standpoint, lideed, yellow fever is not to 
be feared as much as other diseases. Thore are 
only four New-York companies who hare cul- 
tivated that section for busimess on a definite 
ahd extensive system. They report very triding 
lasses 80 far. Dr. Giliotée, of the medical de- 
partment of the Muttial Company, ventures toe 
opinion that the comparative mortality from 
yollow fever to date, taking population into 
account, has probably been less in Jacksonville 
than was the mortality among children froin 
tke heatin this city during the past Summer. 
Moreover, people who are able and disposed to 
insure their lives are of the more thrifty class. 
They are likely to have had some monsy laid 
aside. Little short of necessity hae detained 
residents of Jacksonville in that city since yel- 
low fever becamecpidemic. The theory is that 
tow who carried life insurance policies remain 
there. Those that have ataid cannet now in- 
eure, for the companies issue no policies taere 
at present. Briefly the above is the basis of 
caleulation on the part of the companies. Thoy 
have found it a safe basis elsewhere and in 
former epidemics. 

How far the element of human nature enters 
into the caloulations of the companies was 
itustrated @uring an epidemic on the west 
toast of Mexieo @everal years ago. The large 
companies had psnetruted that eountry and had 
written polletes there for immense risks. Ono 
‘New-York Gompany alone had $800,000 in a city 
‘within the infected distriet. The epidemic was 
quite a8 severe a8 any on record, But noi a } 
dolier of insurance had to be paid. Those who 
had insured got away, as it was expocte! that | 
they would, The people who died carried no in- | 
surance. That experience furnished tho com- | 
panies with alfargument for the establishment | 
“una eontinuance of oflices in the nrincipal cities | 
ef the Seuthern States. Other reasons alse | 
appeared for this step. Tho restrietiens im- | 
pesed by quarar:::. and generally improved 
sanitary condition \roughout the section in 
which fever had flourished offered potent in- 
fducementa for Northern ventures. According- 
ty, the Musual, the Equitable, the Manhattan, 
and the New-York Life Conipany began to put 
eut new lines for Southern business. They feel 
well satisfied with the results, and will be ready | 
whenever the epidemic shall have passed to re- ; 
sume operations in Jacksonville or any other | 

lace that may be afflicted now or in the near} 
uture. | 

“{asurance men who have looked into the | 
sahjoet,” aaid Dr, guillette, “believe that the 
time has passed for extraordinary Josses in the | 
South from yellew fever er any other disease. | 
Piagues nolongerrun over av entire country, | 
With the continued enforcement of rigid quar- 
rutine the time will soon come when there will 
be no more yellow fever iu the South, except 
sporadic cases. Quarantine will narrow tke 
area of the disease and eventually drive it out. 
ITean remember when we had yellew fever every 
year in New-Yerk. That no longer happens, for 
qnarantine has kept us free from it. In the 
fewith people used to organize for yel- 
flow fever, not to keep it out but to 
take care for it. With the regularity of 
the hot season cases were broughs into the 
country from Havana, where it is endemic, and 
as regularly ths fover bocame more or less ram- 

ant. The rich-usually ran away froin it, but 

here was no general exodus as now. On 

the contrary, the common class7s had an 
Idea thatit was one of the necessary evils of 
life and it lacked the terrogs that it now pos- 
gesses for communities, although of course it 
wasalways dreaded. In those days stay-at- 
home clubs were organized to provide care, at- 
tendance, and other aid. One of the came- 
teries at Mobileis known as the Cemetery of 
the Stay-at-Home Ciub. Only these who were 
members of the club are buried there. 1 men- 
tion this cemetery because it is well known. 
But everywhere the stay-at-homes took care of 
each other and of theirdead and were a recog- 
nized element in almost every Southern ¢com- 
munity within the usual area of the scourge. 

“All that nowis changed. Many who staid 
at home in the old days did so from choice. Now 
there are few such cases, Those who can get 
away do it. The class who insure are usually 
able to getaway. They don't join any stay-at- 
home club The companies are protected by 
these conditions. They count upor them when 
they seek business in that section, We are con- 
vinced from our experiences that there are dis- 
eases nore to be dreaded than yellow fever by 
insurance companies. The Mutual Compan 
bas lostonly two cases, so far as can be learned. 
Neither case bas yet been reported through our 
agency there, our information coming from the 
newspaper lists. One of the policies was an 
eld one for $2,000. The other was for $25,000, 
and was taken cut only last year. It belonged 
te a large dealerin meats and provisions at 
Jaeksonville. There has been a@ yreat demand 
lately for the articles which he solid, and L sup-

to seek small pulicies. The consequence is that 
anost of our policy holders, especially these who 
bave been secured through agencies, are men of 
,veaus who carry large amounts upon their 
pves. It ts the histery of epidemics that they 
atdwele the poorer classes ikainly. If there 
weve an epidemic in this city it would be likely 
to spread faster and work greater havoc in the 

oor S8CtIONS Of the city than In the sections in- 
habibed by the more prosperous. That is true 
ot egidemics everywhere, and, from what I 
have just said, it is clear that we need have 
little fear:of an outbreak of yeiiuw feverin the 
South. 

“During the epidémic of yellow fever which 
swept the South ih 1878 our losses were cer- 
tunty within $50,000, aithough we had polli- 
cies placed in Memphis, 1h New-Ofteans, and in 
olber cities im tiie infected district.

Pneumonia 13 
also a much mere dangerous [66 for the in- 
suranee companies. Viewed simply from the 
standpoint of business; ws can better atford to 
go throuzh a yellow fever epideinic than to have 
another sferm in this city like the blizzard of 
last Mareh. Tho blizzard cost the insurance 
companies more monéy than all the epidemics 
pit toxether.” 

Inquiries 6lsewhera failed to find any other 
companies doing businsss in this city who main- 
tnined ageveies in the yellow fever district, Tho 
United States Life Insurance Company has an 
agéney at Atlanta, but was led to take busiless 
there only when satistied that the eountry in 
hat section was thoroughly healthy. It has 
purpesely avoided going further South for busi- 
nessa, and its officers said yesterday that they 
would not under aay ciretimatances write in- 
surance for the district which yellow fever vis- 
its. The Actna Lite Insurance Company does 
business in Virginia and North Carolina, but re- 
fuses to approach the Southern coast or to write 
insurance fer any resident in that sevtion. Only 
the Mutual, the Equitable, the Manhattan, and 
the New-York Life will solicit insuranee at Mem- 
phis, although that city is now commonly re 
garded as in @ very high sanitary condition. 
These companies, however, would probably not 
withdraw their ageneles even were Memphis 
liable to such a visitation a8 it had during 1878, 
because the instrance losses in that city at that 
time Were insignificant. The experience of the 
four companies duriug the present epidemic ag- 
gregates to date a loss certainly within $50,000; 
the Equitable having but two losses and the 
Manhattan none as far as reperted, The Man- 
hattan still maintains Florida agencies at Talla- 
hassee and at Quincy. Offieers of these compa- 
nics do not think that any one can fairly call 
such i0ss a& has been sustaiued extraordinary. 
They will feel justified also in reopening their 
offices in the fever district as soon as the epi- 
demic shall have passed. 





CLUBBED W11H A REVOLVER. 


MARSHAL RAFFERTY ASSAULTS A MEM- 
OF HIS REGIMENT. 
Members of the Twenty-second Regiment 
are very indignant over the cenduct of Regi- 
mental Marshal John Rafferty in executing a 
warrant for non-payment of regiment fines on 
Private George F. Jarrett of Company of 
that regiment. Jarrett had incurred a fine of 
$8 for absences from twé régimental drills and 
har failed to put in an appearance when sum- 
moned to court-martial. In accordané@s with the 
usual routine order of execution, Liout.-Col. 
George A. Miller issued a warrant allthorizing 
the regiment Marshal or Sheriff to either collect 
the fines or arrest the delinquent. This war- 
rant was given to Murshal Raiferty, who went 
down to the Real Estate Exahango Building 


Monday afternoon, where Jarrett is employed 
as clevator boy, and served iton him. Aeccord- 
ing to various stories, it seems that Jarrett was 
a trifle saucy, and that Rafferty lost his temper 
completely. 

It took but a momont forthe burly Marshal 
to seize the smaller man by tbe throat and be- 
fere they could be separated, Ratferty pulled 
outarevolver and struck Jarrett behind the 
ear with the butt end of it. They were soon 
separated by several occupants of the building, 
among whem were Senator Hogan, Joha J. 
Banta, Robert Bonynge, ani William D. Stokes. 
Jarrett was taken to Ludlow-Street Jail Mon- 
day night, but was released yesterday morning 
by Lawyer Perey Adams, who pail his fine. 

In regard to the matter Lieut.-Col. G. A. 
Miller said yestereay that he would hold an in- 
Vestigation next week. He had seen Rafferty, 
who admitted that he had struck Jarrett with 
the butt of a revolver. At the building he 
learned from eye witnesses that the assault was 
Uncalled for; that Jarrett madé no resistance, 
and that Ratferty had gone far beyond his au- 
thority in the matter. There was no doubt that 
the fines were justly imposed, and en this score 
Jarrott had no just grounds for complaint, but 
against the maaunerin whica the warrant was 
enforced he had most just grounds for such. 
Rafferty had aright to carry or drag Jarrett to 
ail if necessary, but to Knocka man over the 
ead was eutrageous. 

As the matter now stands, after the investiga- 
tion is held, whether Rafferty is dismissed or 
not, tue affair can have no coanection with the 
regiment. Ratferty has been employed as regi- 
mental Marshal for the last year. Lieut.-Col. 
Miller yesterday returned the money to Mr. 
Adams which he had paid for Jarrett’s finea on 
the ground that he theught Jarrett had been too 
roughly handled, and that be deserved some 
reparation. The only reparation it was in his 
power te effect was the remission of his fines al- 
together, and this he had done. Percy Adams yes- 
terday said that he would act as Jarrett’s coun- 
sel, but would suspend ail action until after the 
investigation had been at ft by Lieut.-Col. 
Miller. After this he would bring suit against 
Rafferty.

WILL OF HER OWNER, WILLIAM A. W. 
STEWART, OFFERED FOR PROBATE, 

The will of William A. W. Stewart has 
been offered for probate, and yesterday testi- 
mony was taken before Porte V. Ransom as to 
the death of Mr. Stewart. No wositive proofs 
of his death could be presented, but the family 
and friends of the testator have at last given up 
the slightest hopes of his being alive. Fora 
long while they refused to believe that he was 
lost, an@ the will was therefore not offered for 
probate, although there was very little hope of 
Mr. Stewart ever being heard from again. 

Mr. Stewart sailed from here March10 on his 
yawl Cythera, bound for the West Indies. He 
was in poor health and thought that the sea 
voyage might restore his strength. The Cythera 
was seen March 11 off Barnegat, and the fol- 
lowing day scudding with bare poi!es in the 
great gale ef march 12. Nothing definite was 
afterward heard of her or of anv one en board 
ot her. A vessel from the West Indies reported 
passing a piece of the bow of a vessel, and it 
was supposed that it was a portion of the miss- 
ing yaw), but this was mainly surmise. 

Edward W. Sheldon, Mr, Stewart's former law 
partner, testified before the Referee tn regard 
to the efforts that had beén wade to learn with 
certainty what had become of the Cythera and 
her passengers and crew. Mr. Stewari’s tather 
and his two brothers also testitied.

June 3, 1885, all Mr. Stewart’s property is ieft 
to his wite, Frances Gray Stewart, who is made 
Executrix. » Mr. Sheldon is the Executor. Tne

SOHILLING 
A SENSATIONAL BIT OF EVIDENCE 
THE DEVENSE. 


Ex-Assistant District Attorney Putdy cre- 
ated a sensation yesterday in the Schilling case, 
and surprised the representatives of the District 
Attorney’s office Who are prosecuting Schilling 
for the murder of his wife on March 14 last. 
Patrolman John T. Roach, the house officer of 
the Twenty-fifth Precinct, made the first inves- 
tigation of the case a few hours alter the stab- 
bing took place. He found the knife with 
which the fatal wound was inflicted fastened to 
the table by the weight of a 50-pound piece of 
beef. This waslying on the handle, the blade 
sticking out atright angles tothe table. Mr. 
Purdy had never heard ef this important fact 
untitlate in the afternoon. He at onve ealled 
Roach te the stand and had him contirm the re- 
port. 

The significance of this bit of evidence is the 
bearing it has on the theory of the defense 
that Mrs. Schilling, in attempting te move the 
heavy piece of meat, either slipped and fell 
against the needleiike point of tho knife which 
she had accidentally turned toward her, or else 
she unconsciously, in turning the meat, buried 
the knife in her abdomen. 

Mrs. Mary Eigler, who lived over ths butcher’s 
shop, flatly contradicted Kramer's testi- 
mony, given yesterday, on @ material point. 
Kramer said that on Menday Mra. Schilling 
rushed out of the shop andintothe kitchen, 
shouting, ‘Oh, Charlie, my husband has stabbed 
me with a knife.” Mrs. Eigler teatitiea that 
when she heard Mrs. Schilling’s screams she 
rushed dewn stairs and led Mrs. Schilling from 
the sbop through the hall and into the kitchen 
where Krainer Was. She asked, ** What has hap- 
pened to you, Mrs. Schilling?” ‘Oh,” she re- 
plied, ‘“‘my husband is drunk, and I have 
stabbed myself.”” On her cross-éxamination Mr. 
Davis drew out the fact that Mrs. Schilling 
said to her husband shertiy after the oecur- 
reneo, “Oh, Fritz, you must not drink so much; 
when you are drunk you do net knew what you 
do”

FANNY DAVENPURT’S VIEWS. 


REGARDING THE PROPOSED DISSOLUTION 
OF THE DRAMATIC FUND ASSOCIATION. 


Referee Charles W. West yesterday had 
anether hearivg in the ease of the American 
Dramatic Fund Association’s petition for a 
voluntary dissolution, in the Bennett Building. 
Stephen H. Olin, the counsel for the fund, 
questioned the several witnesses, who testified 
that the dssociation was decaying and ia an im- 
poverished cendition. The witnesses were 
Messrs. Beck, Black, and Denham of the assogi- 
ation. Their statements showed that oust of the 
72 members interested in the fund two only had 
dissented frem a dissolution of the association. 
These two were J. H, McVicker of Chicage and 
Shields Howard of Seotiund. Their statements 
also showed that the fund’s income for the vear 
1888 was $2,559 88, while its income in 1878 
was $3,191 43. The reeeipts during the last 10 
years had fatien off 60 per cent. For the past 
several years it had been impossible to hold tie 
regular nionthly meetings, as quorums could 
not be obtained. 

David Gerber was present at the hearing, and 
represented ex-Judge A, J. Dittenboefer, Fanny 
Davenport's. counsel. Fanny Davenport is a 
inember of both the American Dramatic Fund 
Association and the Actors’ Fund Association, 
and appears in the case as @ momber of the for- 
mer who desires te see the suit properly wound 
up. Her desire is alse that the fund should not 
be distributed as intended among many mem- 
bers who have already sulficient means, but 
should be placed with the Actors’ Fund Asao- 
ciation, where it would beuetit needy members 
of the profession. Counsel Olin read a letter 
from Fanny Davenport, which she had sent in 
answer to the general circular sent to the sev- 
eral members of the asseciation to astertain 
their views as to a dissolution of the erganiza- 
tion. In itshe said that she regretted exceed- 
ingly the final result of the “fund,” and thought 
that the older mémbers should recvive more 

roportionately if the fund was distributed. 
This letter was objected to by Ceunse] Gerber 
as not being her present wish. The letter was 
dated Jan. 4, 1888. After the examination of 
witnesses the hearing adjourned.

The Mississippi River Commission com- 
pleted its labors yesterday so far as practicable 
at this time, and adjourned until November, or 
until such time as the yellow fever wili permit 
a persona) inspection of the Lower Mississippi 
withont risk. When possible the members will 
meéot in St. Louis, and after a short session take 
a jaunt down the river and inspéct the various 
works in process of construction. Lieut.-Col. 
Cc. R. Suter of St. Louis, Judge R. 8. Taylor of 
Fort Wayné, Major Ernst of Galveston, and 
Major B. M. Harred of New-Orleans all left for 
home last evening. Gen. 8. ), Ferguson of 
Greenville, Miss., went to Massachusetts, where 
he will join his family. Capt. UC. F. Powell goes 
back to St. Louis to-day. The district officers, 
Capts. Russell and Leaeh of Memphis, and 
Kingman 6f New-Orleans, who have charge of 
the works from Caire down, and who were here 
to enlighton the cemmission, will remain in the 
city for several Gays yot. 

The. Commissioners yesterday were engaged 
in the consideration of special plens of improve- 
ments in continuation of the work st Plumb 
Point Reach, at Memphis, Lake Providence 
Reach, the protection of Lake Bolivar front, and 
the work at the mouth of the. Red River and 
the head of Atchafalaya River, also the coutin- 
uation ef the survey of the Mississippi above 
Caire, and the projects for operating water 
gauges on the Lower Mississippi and tributaries, 
and set apart funds for the measurements of 
the volume of water discharged at low water 
and also at fleod stages. 

The very strict quarantine from Memphis 
down has somewhat interfered with the con- 
templated operations this Fail, and damprove- 
ments that should have been jade will in many 
cases have to be delayed until next year. 

The $835,000 special appropriations men- 
tioned yesterday for harbors does not come ott 
of the $2,000,000 te be expended from Cairo 
down on improvements. The commission yes- 
terday set apart from the $2,000,000, the sum 
of $75,000 tur surveys, and apportioned $150,- 
000 for the protection of Lake Boliver front. 
The remainder of the $2,000,600 will be applied 
in suen proportions as a personal inspection 
may suggest, but the work of improvement, so 
far as practicable, will go right on, the commis- 
sion having forwarded the results of their labor 
to the Séecretaty of War at Washington, so that 
the specifications may be placed in the hands 
of the district officers.

FATAL EFFECT OF THE ‘FORMER’S 


‘* CHARMING” POWERS. 

EASTMAN, Ga., Sept. 25.—Giles Melton, a 
farmer, was out hunting in the woods near his 
house recently. His dog ran on some distance 
ahead and, when Mr. Melton iound him 10 min- 
utes later, he had been charmed by a rattie- 
snake. The dog was crouching down on the 
ground whining piteously and slowly creeping 
forward. At first Mr. Melten did not see the 
snake, but when his dog gefused to notice him, 
he looked in the direction the dog was slowly 
creeping and there, about 20 feet away, he saw 


an immense rattiesnake coiled as if ready to 
strike, and its glittering eyes fixed on the dog. 
Mr. Melton did not at first comprehend the situ- 
ation. He had often seen his dog kill snakes, 
and at first thought that he was creeping up, 
watching for 4 chance to spring on the reptile 
and kill it, 

He soon noticed that the dog was trembling 
in every limb and seemed pewerless te do any- 
thing except creep slowly nearer and nearer to 
the deadly reptile. Ever, tew moments the dog 
would whine piteeusly and then, apparently 
impelied by an irresistible imptilse, would creep 
afew inehes nearer its deadly charmer. Mr. 
Melten watched the actions of his dog until he 
was fully satistied the animal was unable io 
free itself from the charm which was drawing it 
slowly but surely within reaeh of the fangs, and 
then he shot and killed the suake. When the 
snake had been killed, the dog fell down, foam- 
ing atthe mouth, and for half an heur was 
apparently lifeless. It recovered finally and 
accompanied Mr, Melton home, but ali day it 
continued to act straugely and weuld not touch 
food or water. The following morning Mr. 
Melton found the deg in the back yard, foaming 
atthe mouth and snapping at everything in 
reach. He was 800n satisfied that the dog had 
hydrophobia and lost no time in killing it. Ha 
claims that the effects of suake charming caused 
the dog to go mad. 





THE ALASKA FISHERIES. 
Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 25.—Alaskan pa- 
pers intimate that at Ounalaska it is understood 
that mo seizures will-be made in Behring Sea 
this season. This would seem to be centirmed 
by a letter whieh has reached the Government 
from Collector Hamley of Victoria, who states
